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SODA DISPENSERS ENTHUSIASTIC OVER AMERI- 
CAN DRUGGIST’S CHAMPIONSHIP CONTEST 
S expected, great interest is being manifested by expert dis- 
pensers of soda and frozen sweets throughout the country 
in the championship contest for rapid dispensing of standard 
beverages and ice cream preparations which the AMERICAN

SIMILARITY IN PHARMACEUTICAL NOMENCLA- 
TURE 


- apeaacesaeled in the names of drugs and medicines and 
chemicals has been one of the bugbears of the pharmacists 
for a long time. In botanical nomenclature we find for instance 
cacao bean, very often incorrectly written cocoa, as in.cocoa 
butter, coco nut and confused with coca leaves. The similarity 
between opium and apium, celery, might be the cause of fatal 
results, and the National Formulary III very wisely suggests on 
page 12 that if compound elixir of celery is prescribed or quoted 
under its Latin title, the full title be given, so that the word 
“Apii’’ may not be mistaken for “Opii.’”’ Another example of 
similar names of entirely different drugs can be seen in bar- 
berry bark, bayberry bark. bearberry leaves, bay berries and 
bay leaves. 


MONG the numerous chemical names may be mentioned the 
following, which resemble each other closely: benzin or 
benzine and benzene; benzol and benzoline; terpinol and ter- 
pineel; methyl blue and methylene blue. How confusing and 
even dangerous some of the terms are is exemplified by digitalin, 
the dose of the German preparation being half a grain and of 
the French preparation being one-thirtieth of a grain. 


HE discovery of the newer remedies has caused a decided 
advance in chemistry and pharmacy, it has also the great 
disadvantage of having increased our nomenclature with a mul- 
titude of similar, in fact too similar, names, such as benzosol 
and benzozon; euquinine and eucaine; migraemin and migraine 
tablets, etc., etc. 


TILL more ccnfusing are the skillfully coined, euphonious 
trade-marked names of the proprietary medicines. Pan- 
kotine, a nose and throat lotion, sounds very similar to pan- 
creatin; salguin, a cold and grippe tablet, and saloquinine; lixol, 
a liniment and laxol a flavored castor oil; lythol, a mouth 
wash, and lysol, an antiseptic solution containing 50 percent. 
cresol, all sound very much like each other. Of the same dan- 
gerous character, dangerous because of the liability to confusion, 
are creol, a tonic containing creosote, and creolin, a powerful 
antiseptic disinfectant. Several fatal accidents have already oc- 
curred in different parts of the United States when lysol was 
dispensed when laxol was called for. 


Index 
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GAIN one of our readers in our Notes and Queries calls 
A cur attention to the name thyminic acid which he con- 
siders equivalent to thymic acid or thymol. As explained in 
that column thyminic acid is the name for nucleatin-phosphoric 


acid, a uric acid solvent. 


ONCERTED action should be taken to prevent, so far as 
possible, any further increase in the number of names 
which are so confusing. We believe that much good might be 
done in this direction through an international committee on 
pharmaceutical nomenclature. It would be, of course, impos- 
sible for such a commission to exercise any mandatory func- 
tions as regards proprietary names, but if the committee were 
properly constituted, and its functions made known clearly 
throughout the pharmaceutical world, it is probable that 
eventually proprietors would see the wisdom of conferring with 
the international committee on nomenclature before finally 
adopting as a trade name a title which would not meet with 
the approval of this committee. 


HE work of such a committee should be strictly limited to 
nomenclature and should in no wise take into considera- 
tion questions of ethics. If ethical considerations are to be in- 
cluded the highest value of the work of the committee would 
not be attained, since it would be brought into conflict with 
some of the proprietary preparations, the names of which 
should be submitted to the committee. The work of such a 
committee should, therefore, be restricted solely to advising for 
or against the use of some particular name, either as a trade 
name or for scientific purposes. The American Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association might well initiate this movement at its meet- 
ing in Boston, and it will afford us pleasure to bring this mat- 
ter before the association, with a view to eventually creating a 
representative international committee on pharmaceutical 
nomenclature, which would bring into consideration trade names 


as well as strictly scientific names. 


OMEWHAT similar work is now done in botany through 

the Vienna Botanical Congress, while chemists have en- 
deavored to bring about uniformity in chemical nomenclature 
through the action of the Geneva conference. 


HARMACY has, so far, not put forth any systematic ef- 
fért in this direction except, incidentally, through the 
work of the Brussels conference, but what we propose is, some- 
thing entirely different, in that we do not think the interna- 
tional committee should take into consideration anything ex- 
cept nomenclature, its sole object being the prevention of dupli- 
cation of names, of proprietary preparations, as well as chemi- 
cals and galenicals, with a view to safeguarding the practice of 





pharmacy. 
THE KENTUCKY DRUG CONFERENCE 
HEN the Food and Drug Division of the Kentucky Agri- 


cultural Station announced that a drug conference would 
be held for the discussion of the food and drugs act, we took 
occasion to congratulate the authorities of that state upon the 
plan which they had proposed. The programme which has been 
issued is an ambitious one, covering the five days beginning 
July 11. 


DDRESSES will be made by Judge Henry S. Barker, presi- 
dent of the State University of Kentucky; Dr. M. A. 
Scovell, director of the College of Agriculture and Experiment 
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Station; J. E. Cooper, a druggist of Lexington; Judge W. T. 
Lafferty, dean of the College of Law of Kentucky State Uni- 
versity; J. W. Gayle, secretary of the Kentucky Board of Phar- 
macy and the Kentucky Pharmaceutical Association and member 
of the Board of Drug Regulations, Kentucky Food and Drugs 
Act. Other addresses will also be made on the Application of 
the State and Federal Focd and Drug Laws to the Manufacture 
and Sale of Drugs, and on Labels and Labeling, by R. M. Allen, 
head of Food and Drug Division, Experiment Station; Whole- 
salers’ Problems, by Burr M. Overton, Louisville; Equipment for 
a Pharmacist, and Drug Laboratory Work, by Prof. L. A. Brown, 
drug chemist, Food and Drug Division, Experiment Station; A 
Summary of Problems from Field Notes, and Pharmacopeia! 
Preparations of Trouble to the Trade, by C. S. Porter, field 
pharmacist, Food and Drug Division, Experiment Station; Phar- 
maceutical Problems Practically Presented, by Frank L. Mc- 
Cartney, Sharp & Dohme Laboratories, Baltimore; Sterilization 
and Bacteriological Control, by Dr. Daniel J. Healy, bacteriolo- 
gist, Food and Drug Division, Experiment Station; Deteriora- 
tion of Pharmaceutical Preparations, by F. O. Taylor, labora- 
tories of Parke, Davis & Co., Detroit; Ethical Pharmacy, by 
Dr. Andrews, laboratory of E. R. Squibb & Sons, New York;

HE official who is charged with the enforcement of the 
food and drug laws confronts a condition which is not by 

any means parallel with that confronting the executive charged 
with the enforcement of ordinary criminal statutes. The basis 
of criminal law is simple morality, and the person who observes 
ordinary morality is safe from criminal law. The basis of the 
food and drug law is, of course, also the moral obligation of 
honesty on the part of the dealer, but in the provisions which 
have been made for the execution of the law it has been deemed 
necessary to make numerous requirements, to establish various 
standards and to make the non-compliance with these stand- 
ards and regulations a criminal offense. Mere morality will 
give no clue to what is or is not an offense under many aspects 
of these laws. Even the most painstaking and honest dealer 
may, unless he has studied the law, find himself in conflict with 
its provisions. It is the knowledge of this circumstance, no 
doubt, which has prompted the Kentucky authorities to pro- 
vide this special course of instructions for the pharmacists of 
the Blue Grass State. The idea is wholly commendable, and it 
is to be hoped that the plan of the Kentucky authorities will 
be followed out in other states. Such co-operation between the 
authorities, the manufacturers, the jobbers and the retailers is 
necessary to the most complete and satisfactory enforcement 
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of the food and drugs act, whether by local authorities, by state 
officials, or by the officers of the United States government. 
If such a conference as that which is to be held this week in 
Lexington had been held in every state in the union every year 
ever since the enactment of the national law of June 30, 1890, 
the work of the authorities in enforcing the law would have 
been rendered less onerous, and its provisions would have re- 
ceived more cordial and intelligent support at the hands of the 
drug trade generally. Again we reiterate the hope that the 
good example set by the state authorities of Kentucky will be 
followed by the officials of other states. 


MORE AMENDMENTS FOR THE FOOD AND 
DRUGS ACT 


ileal nia RICHARDSON, of Alabama. has 
brought forward a bill of his own designed for the 
amendment of the food and drugs act in response to President 
Taft's message calling for such action on the part of congress. 
Mr. Richardson’s bill is H. R. 12,017, and has been referred to 
the House Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. 
In a statement issued simultaneously with the introduction of 
his bill, Mr. Richardson says that the measure has been 
drafted in response to the President’s message and in conse- 
quence of the general demand for such legislation, while, he as- 
serts, the plan he proposes has the approval of the democratic 
leaders. However far this latter statement may be supported 
by facts, it is true that the leaders in the house are rather 
more favorable to the measure of Representative Sherley, of 
Kentucky, already printed in these columns, than they are to 
that of Mr. Richardson. Mr. Richardson’s plan has some sup- 
port among those who are willing to go more largely into the 
amendment of the food and drugs act than would be necessary 
under the terms of the Sherley bill. The leaders, however, 
fear that any attempt to make large changes in the food and 
drugs act would result in an effort to introduce a scheme of 
taxation for proprietary medicines similar to that contained 
in the other Sherley bill introduced some time ago. ‘They have 
received a great many protests and letters on this latter sub- 
ject already, and are disinclined to go into the matter more 
deeply than they can avoid at the present session. 


NOTHER difficulty which has been raised is that the 

amendment of the food and drugs act was not provided 
for in the programme of legislation accepted by the democrats 
at the opening of the current session, and to let such a bill in 
at the present time might open the way for additional legisla- 
tion of a sort that it is not desired to pass. To obviate this 
leading democrats have already planned a scheme whereby such 
legislation amendatory of the food and drugs act as they may 
determine upon will be held back until the end of the session 
and then hastily passed before adjournment. Exactly how far 
this legislation may be based on the newer Richardson bill and 
how far on the older Sherley bill is uncertain. Under these 
conditions it is clear that the only chance of putting anything 
through congress at this session would be to have the senate 
adopt something, simultaneously with the measure to be passed 
in the house just before adjournment, and then to send both 
to a conference committee, there to be acted upon as expedi- 
tiously as possible. There is as yet no promise that anything 
of the sort will be possible in the senate. 
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The text of the Richardson bill, as now before the Commit- 
tee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce in the house, is as fol- 
lows: 


That Sections 6 and 8 of the Food and Drugs Act, approved June 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred and six, be amended as follows: 

Amend Section 6 by inserting after the words “or other animals” the 
words “and soda and potash lye,” so that the amended section will read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 6. That the term ‘drug’ as used in this act shall include all 
medicines and preparations recognized in the United States Pharmacopeia 
or National Formulary for internal or external use, and any substance or 
mixture of substances intended to be used for the cure, mitigation, or 
prevention of disease of either man or other animals, and soda and potash 
lye. The term ‘food’ as used herein shall include all articles used for food, 
drink, confectionery, or condiment by man or other animals, whether sim- 
ple, mixed, or compound.’ 

Amend Section 8, paragraph one, as follows: After the words, ‘‘mis- 
leading in any particular,’ in line five, insert the words, “‘or if the com- 
pounder or vendor thereof is not authorized under the law of the state or 
community where the article is compounded or sold, and also where it is 
offered for sale to practice medicine and pharmacy; or if it bear a label 
or be mentioned in advertisements, posters, circulars, or otherwise con- 
taining description of symptoms of diseases, to be read or intended to be 
read by the laity, thus producing, or tending to produce, a false suspicion 
of the existence of these diseases in their own bodies; or if it be a drug 
offered for sale to the laity, directly or indirectly, which contains any 
habit-forming or deleterious ingredients, to wit, acetanilide, antipyrine, acet- 
phenetidin, anesthesin, alcohol, aspirin, alpha and beta eucaine, arsenic, 
barium salts, carbolic acid, caustic hydrates, chloroform, chloral, cocaine, 
cresote, cantharides, croton oil, caffein, cannabis, heroin, holocaine, hydro- 
cyanic acid, lead salts, morphine, methyl alcohol, mercury salts, novocaine, 
nux vomica, orthoform, phenacetin, the phosphides, theobromin, theophyllin, 
trional, stovain, strychnine, veronal, yellow phosphorus, cotton root, ergot, 
pennyroyal, rue, savin, tansy, the poisonous alkaloids, and all heart de- 
pressants or excitants, or any compound or preparation or derivative ot 
any of the foregoing. All these articles or preparations or derivatives shall 
bear a label containing not only the name by which they are known, but 
also the names of the parent substance from which they are derived” 
so that the amended section will read as follows: 

“Sec. 8. That the term ‘misbranded’ as used herein shall apply. to all 
drugs or articles of food or articles which enter into the composition of 
food, the package or label of which shall bear any statement, design, or 
device regarding such article, or the ingredients or substances contained 
therein which shall be false or misleading in any particular, or if the com- 
pounder or vendor thereof is not authorized under the law of the state 
or community where the article is compounded or sold, and also where it is 
offered for sale to practice medicine and pharmacy; or if it bear a label 
or be mentioned in advertisements, posters, circulars, or otherwise contain- 
ing description of symptoms of diseases, to be read or intended to be read 
by the laity, thus producing or intending to produce a false suspicion of 
the existence of these diseases in their own bodies; or if it be a drug 
offered for sale to the laity, directly or indirectly, which contains any habit- 
forming or deleterious ingredients, to wit, acetanilide, antipyrine, acet- 
phenetidin, anesthesin, alcohol, aspirin, alpha and beta eucaine, arsenic, 
barium salts, carbolic acid, caustic hydrates, chloroform, chloral, cocaine, 
cresote, cantharides, croton oil, caffein, cannabis, heroin, holocaine, hydro- 
cyanic acid, lead salts, morphine, methyl alcohol, mercury salts, novocaine, 
nux vomica, orthoform, phenacetin, the phosphides, theobromin, theophyllin, 
trional, stovain, strychnine, vernol, yellow phosphorus, cotton root, ergot, 
pennyroyal, rue, savin, tansy, the poisonous~alkaloids, and all heart de- 
pressants or excitants, or any compound or preparation or derivative of any 
of the foregoing, and to any food or drug products which are falsely 
branded as to the state, territory, or country in which it is manufactured 
or produced. All these articles or preparations or derivatives shall bear 
a label containing not only the name by which they are known, but also 
the names of the parent substance from which they are derived.” 

Further amend Section 8 by inserting, before the phrase, “In the case 
of tood,” the following: “If any false or misleading statements are made 
concerning its physiological, therapeutic, or nutritive quality, either on the 
labels or in the advertisements, posters, or circulars a any kind connected 
with it which deceive or tend to deceive, and which threaten health and 
life by creating a false expectation of cure, or any false or worthless state- 
ment, which shall deceive or tend to deceive the purchaser, in regard to 
the curative properties of the article’; so that paragraph of Section 8 will 
read as follows: 

ao gee If the contents of the package as originally put up shall 
have been removed, in whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been b-viney in such package, or if the package fail to bear a statement on 
the label of the quantity or proportion of any alcohol, morphine, opium, 
cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta eucaine, chloroform, cannabis indica, chloral 
hydrate, or acetanilide, or any derivative or preparation of any such sub- 
stances contained therein; if any false or misleading statements are made 
concerning its physiological, therapeutic, or nutritive quality, either on the 
labels or in the advertisements, posters, or circulars of any kind connected 
with it, which deceive $r tend to deceive and which threaten health and 
life by creating a false expectation of cure, or any false or worthless state- 
ment, which shall deceive or tend to deceive the purchaser in regard to the 
curative properties of the article.” 


EANTIME Senator McCumber has offered the following 
measure similar to the original Sherley bill: That that 

portion of section eight of an act entitled “An act for preventing 
the manufacture, sale, or transportation of adulterated or mis- 
branded or poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, medicines and 
liquors, and for regulating traffic therein, and for other pur- 
poses,” approved June 30, 1906, relating to the misbranding of 
drugs be, and the same is hereby, amended to read as follows: 

“That for the purpose of this act an article shall also be deemed to 
be ‘misbranded: 

“In case of drugs: 

“First. If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the name 
of another article. 

“Second. If the contents of the package as originally put up shall 


have been removed, in whole or in part, and other contents shall have 
been placed in such package, or if the package fail to bear a statement 
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on the label of the quantity or proportion of any alcohol, morphine, opium, 
cocaine, heroin, alpha or beta eucaine, chloroform, cannabis indica, chlorai 
hydrate, or acetanilide, or any derivative or preparation of any such sub- 
stances contained therein. 

“Third. If there is written or printed on the package or container 
thereof any false or fraudulent misrepresentations concerning its curative 
qualities, effect, or physiological action.’ 





LTOGETHER it will be seen that there is an ample amount 

of legislation proposed to remedy the defects discovered 
by the courts in the food and drugs act. Indeed, the number 
of the amendments proposed is so great, and the changes so 
numerous, that it seems probable that the movement will be 
defeated merely because of the conflicting views of those who 
desire to amend the bill. The original Sherley amendment, 
which was designed to cover only one particular detail, that 
of the weakness of the law regarding therapeutic claims, might 
have been enacted under the pressure of the special message 
from President Taft, but the introduction of these supple- 
mentary measures very much complicates the matter, and we 
think it highly improbable that any amendment at all will be 
effected at the special session of congress. There is no ques- 
tion, of course, that the food and drugs act will be strengthened 
by some amendment, but, for the reasons set forth, we do not 
think that this amendment will become a law until the regular 
session of congress convenes in November, 


THE “DERIVATIVE” CLAUSE OF THE FOOD AND 
DRUGS ACT 


HE decision of the District of Columbia Court of Appeals 
in the so called Antikamnia case, wherein the court recent- 
ly held that the decision of the three cabinet officers charged 
with the administration of the food and drugs act, to the effect 
that the labelling of medical products as derivatives of various 
poisons could not be sustained under the law, is being carefully 
scrutinized by law officers of the district and members of the 
department of agriculture, in order to see whether it may not 
be possible to devise some means under the law of securing the 
desired type of labelling, and thereby warning the public of 
the supposedly harmful character of the preparations without 
running counter to the interpretation of the statutes laid down 
in this decision. The matter is considered entirely a legal one, 
and the members of the Board of Food and Drug Inspection 
have not, been consulted as such. It is doubtful, however, 
whether any change in labelling which seems permissible under 
the new interpretation can be upheld. This has led to the rais- 
ing of the question whether the law could not be amended in 
the section relating to derivatives. At the same time, there 
has been some demand for legislation designed to meet the sit- 
uation raised by the decision of the supreme court in the John- 
son Cancer Cure case. There is no reason, it is claimed, 
the decision of the court, why the law should not be strength- 
ened in such a way as sufficiently to meet the needs indicated 
by the cancer cure decision. Legislation designed to prohibit 
the making of positive curative claims on the labels of medici- 
nal preparations and also designed to grant the administration 
the power to require the labelling of goods as derivatives has 
already been introduced into congress, as stated in another col- 
umn. There is, however, no reason to expect that any action 
can be had at this session of congress. The subject will go 
over until next winter, when it is likely that an active campaign 
for numerous amendments of the food and drugs act will be 
begun. 
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Government Rectification of 
Unfit Drugs Before Admission 


Government Should Provide Facilities for Garbling—Great Economic Waste of Present System 
—Legitimate Uses for Low Grade Drugs—Beneficent Influence of 
Rectification Prior to Admission

O other portion of the population of this country has such 
large interests involved in our drug laws as have the 
citizens of the state of New York. The mere fact that the popu- 
lation of this state numbers more than nine million invests the 
subject with immense importance from the consumer’s point of 
view. From the standpoint of the importer and dealer it is of 
even greater importance. More than three-fourths of all the 
drugs imported into the United States enter through the port 
of New York, and very much the larger part of these are sold 
later for the account of New York owners. It would, therefore, 
seem as though the subject of pure drugs should be one of 
those most largely and carefully dealt 
with at the meetings of this association, 


York. 


though not recognized in the Pharmacopceia, is preferred by 
some physicians, as, for example, long buchu. It is highly prob- 
able that the deletion of this variety was based upon an error 
in analysis. I think that if I were a practicing physician I 
should be inclined to specify this variety in most cases. 

Another class of cases, perhaps of greater importance than any 
of those already considered, can scarcely be treated by the fed- 
eral authorities in this connection until after suitable preliminary 
action shall have been taken by the Pharmacopeia. I will illus- 
trate this class by the case of opium. This is about the only 
drug for which the Pharmacopceia provides both an upper and 
lower alkaloidal limit. It is provided that 
a sub-standard drug may be mixed with 





and that its appropriate committee should 
provide for its systematic treatment at 
our meetings. 

There should be recorded in the pro- 
ceedings of this association a pretty com- 
plete historical account of such occur- 
rences in the drug trade of the state as 
would suffice to indicate the general trend 
of affairs. 

In considering the exclusion from the 
country of unfit drugs we are confronted 
with conflicting considerations. To con- 
demn to absolute uselessness all drugs 
which fall below the accepted standard 
would involve a large economic waste. 
On the other hand, to use such drugs in 
ways which would produce inefficient and 
disappointing preparations is not only an 
act of injustice to physicians and patients, 
but a practice sure in time to react dis- 
advantageously to the business com- 








a super-standard one, in order to produce 
a mixture having the proper percentage. 
There are many other drugs in the Phar- 
macopceeia which might be, and which I 
am fully convinced should be, treated in 
the same manner. This would at once 
provide a legitimate use for the sub-stand- 
ard crude drugs which, at the present 
time, must be condemned and reshipped 
out of this country, unless some permissi- 
ble technical use can be found for them. 
If the Pharmacopceia provided such an 
outlet the custom’s regulation which I am 
here recommending could be made to in- 
clude a provision for the mixing of such 
drugs, so that the sub-standard article 
could, not be used after admission for any 
improper purpose. 

Now, when it is considered that the 
articles which I have enumerated are 
merely representative of more or less ex- 








munity that permits it. Between these 
two results we must steer the most judi- 
cious course possible. 

Very frequently a drug that is unfit for the making of stand- 
ard medicinal preparations may find some other use. Such is 
the case with alkaioidal drugs in which the alkaloid is deficient 
in amount, but which can be used for the extraction of the alka- 
loid; cubebs, cinnamon and similar drugs, deficient in oil per- 
centage, but from which the oil can be distilled; poor benzoin, 
which can be used in perfumery, or gamboge, which can be em- 
ployed as a pigment. 

Senna siftings always contain considerable quantities of sand, 
occasionally 40 percent. or more, besides much stem tissue, and 
more or less seeds. For use in fluidextract, or infusion, where 
drug and menstruum are to be used in definite ratio, such an 
article obviously cannot be properly employed. It is quite fit 
for use, however, in making the extract, by employing a larger 
proportion, provided that none of its ingredients can impart an 
objectionable quality to the product. 

In still another class of cases a certain variety of the drug,

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tensive classes we must admit the tre- 
mendous force of the claim that inferior, 
defective, impure, and, in some cases, even 
drugs should be admitted, provided that their 
character is stated on the label. The aggregate 
of the annual production of such articles must 
well into the millions of dollars, all of which 
would be wasted were not some arrangement provided for 
their utilization. Fundamental: principles of economy demand 
that full comsideration be given to these facts, and anything de- 
manded on grounds of political economy must ultimately be con- 
ceded. On the other hand, the dangers attendant upon this pro- 
cedure are strong and serious. If a drug or its fluidextract 
must contain, say, one-half percent. of alkaloid, what informa- 
tion does the ordinary customer gain as to its character by read- 
ing on the label “o.3 percent. of alkaloid’? Many pharmacists 
even would not know, or at least would not give heed to the 
meaning of such an inscription. 
Again. let us suppose that the importers, and afterward the 
wholesalers, scrupulously obey the law in labeling their bales 
of drugs as containing an admixture of 40 percent. of sand, 
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what will become of this inscription after the drug reaches the 
state in which it is to be manufactured and consumed? The 
laws of the different states vary, and in some almost no atten- 
tien is given to the conditions under discussion. As a matter of 
fact we know that pretty much all of the long buchu, or buchu 
with an excess of stem, will ultimately be sold, either whole or 
powdered, for use as “Buchu, U. S. P.” We are also perfectly 
sure that much of the cubebs consisting largely of stems and de- 
fective fruits will be used as “powdered cubebs.” Is this con- 
sideration sufficient to justify the cancellation of the provision 
that such goods may be imported and sold for appropriate 
uses? There are many who think so, but I cannot share in this 
opinion. 

The pharmaceutical journals report that there is, at the pres- 
ent time, an attempt being made in the state of Ohio to so 
amend the state food and drugs act as to forbid the admission 
of a sub-standard article even on. condition that the nature 
and extent of its variation from the standard shall be plainly 
marked on the package. I am inclined to think that any in- 
jurious result involved in the admission of such drug, under 
the conditions here advocated, is less serious than the violation 
of an economic principle. This view involves the necessity of 
an inquiry as to what safeguards can be employed to prevent 
the abuse of a privilege established to accomplish this important 
object. 

First among such measures I consider to be the removal of 
condemning defects from the goods, whenever possible, before 
they are allowed to enter the possession of the importer. 

Something is now done in this direction, though the procedure 
is but fragmentary and unsystematic. The federal authorities 
have, in many instances, required the importer to sift or winnow 
his drugs, and to subject them to thorough inspection there- 
after, before being permitted to dispose of them. Assuming 
that the goods subsequently marketed are the same as those 
previously condemned, and that the adulterant or impurity re- 
moved is not subsequently added again, this plan is efficient, but 
who is able to identify a pile of buchu as the same which has 
been previously seen in the public stores, or who can guarantee 
that the removed impurity will be destroyed? 

There are numerous cases in which the defect is of such a 
nature that the importer has not the necessary facilities for cor- 
recting it, although such correction is practicable when the fa- 
cilities exist. 

It has long been clear to me that the federal government 
should furnish a building to which defective goods should be 
taken, provided with every possible facility for standardizing 
them and that importers should be given the option of having 
such goods deported, as now provided for, or of having their de- 
fects removed by government employees, or under government 
supervision, at actual cost. In this case the portions removed as 
worthless could be destroyed by the authorities and certificates 
of their percentage supplied, when so desired by the owner. 

In spite of all these provisions it would remain true that 
goods perfect when admitted could later be adulterated, but this 
would represent an entirely distinct offense, without extenuation 
or excuse traceable to the importer, and could be separately 
and severely dealt with. The deterrent effect of suth an ar- 
rangement on evil doers would be immeasureable. Altogether 
I regard this as the most effective resource at our command. 

In connection with the above all importations of substances 
known to be used for purposes of adulteration, and having no 
other important known use, such as insect flower stems, wild 
mace, cardamom shells, ground olive pits and cubeb stalks, 
should be strictly supervised, the importer being obliged to state 
their destination and intended use, and, perhaps, to file a bond 
against their use as adulterants. 

Another possible safeguard is the improvement of our pres- 
ent regulations as to declaration of variations from the stand- 
ard. The regulations now provide that such goods must be 
marked “for technical use only,” but it is notorious that many 
importers and dealers do not at all understand the meaning and 


limitation of the phrase and do not conform to its require- 
ments. The Pharmacopceia says: 
The standards of purity and strength prescribed 
in the text of this Pharmacopeeia are intended to 
apply to substances which are used solely for medi- 
cinal purposes and when professedly bought, sold, 
or dispensed as such. 

There is great room allowed here for wrongdoing. It is 
very rarely, indeed, that a drug or medicine is sold “professed- 
ly” for medicinal use. Even when sold by a pharmacist it is 
only assumed to be for use as a medicine, and a haggling lawyer 
is in nearly every case able to claim that there is no conclusive 
evidence that a profession was distinctly made that the article 
was being sold for medicinal purposes. This clause should be 
so changed that exemption from the requirement can be secured 
only by a positive declaration at the time of the sale that the 
article is not to be employed medicinally. 

When al! the matters here considered shall have been pro- 
vided for we shall still have our interstate and intrastate com- 
merce to protect. 

The regulation of the quality of drugs and other products 
entering interstate commerce is recognized as a work of very 
great difficulty by all who have been connected with it. The 
entrance of drugs into the United States is restricted to a com- 
paratively small number of points, and the conditions are such 
as to insure their being seen there. but the routes of interstate 
transport are innumerable, and the conditions absolutely pro- 
hibit supervision in transit. The only possible method of in- 
specting them is to secure samples occasionally and at the more 
favorable points. When the very best possible is done the sam- 
ples thus examined must bear an infinitesimal ratio to the whole, 
and although we may at times secure suggestions as to where to 
look for them, our selection must be. to a great extent, a blind 
one. While, as stated, such samples bear a very small ratio to 
the trade represented, their actual number will, nevertheless, be 
very great, their collection will require a small army of in- 
spectors, and their examination another army of experts. 

The legal difficulties in these interstate cases are exception- 
ally great. An absolutely unbroken and perfect chain of evi- 
dence from the beginning to the end of the route, and into the 
hands of the examiner, is demanded. Furthermore, there is a 
frequent disposition on the part of the court to object to cases 
in which samples are obtained for the purpose of securing evi- 
dence. This, since it is impossible to secure the required chain 
of evidence in any other way, practically ties the hands of the 
federal authorities. 

In view of all these difficulties it is obvious that interstate 
regulation #% a very expensive work, requiring heavy appropria- 
tions by congress, after they shall have come to understand and 
realize the existing necessity. 

In view of this general difficulty in the detection and punish- 
ment of such offenses, how important it becomes to limit their 
number as far as possible. I know of no way of accomplishing 
such limitation so efficient as that which I have recommended in 
this paper. If we can by that method succeed in curing the de- 
fects of drug importations at the time of their entry, and at the 
same time be of very material service to the importers, we could 
be sure of enlisting their hearty approval and co-operation, and 
we might confidently expect that they would rather seek to make 
known than to conceal such imperfections. 

It is, furthermore, to be anticipated that the articles thus 
standardized would in nearly all cases be forwarded to their 
destination in the same condition as that in which the federal 
authorities finally admitted them. To take drugs thus standard- 
ized and deliberately adulterate or degrade them again would be 
an act so serious, and its results so wide in their distribution, 
that its occurrence would doubtless be very rare and its detec- 
tion almost certain. The punishment for such an offense ought 
to be, and doubtless would be, exceedingly severe. 

The same may be said of similar acts in the nature of intra- 
state adulteration. The subject of intrastate regulation was dis- 
cussed by me last year in a paper entitled The Necessity for 
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State and Municipal Co-operation in the Purification of our 
Drug Supplies, so that I shall not take it up here, but I may 
say that the purification of imports would tend strongly toward 
the elimination of intrastate adulteration, through the same in- 
fluences as those described in the case of interstate operations, 
though, of course, not nearly so strongly. I might further re- 
peat, what I have before pointed out, that impure drugs will not 
merely gravitate from those states which enact and enforce laws 
against them into those which do not, but they will actually be 
driven there by such inequalities in conditions. If, then, the fed- 
eral government should develop a system productive of the results 
herein predicted, the several states and larger cities would be 
driven, even if unwillingly, into supplementing such action with 
suitable provisions for their own protection. 


LIQUID TOILET SOAP'

NE of the chief sources of the pharmacist’s revenue is de- 
rived, as you all know, from the sale of his own-make spe- 
cialties. I would therefore like to call your attention to one such, 
which I do not believe is being extensively exploited as yet by 
the average pharmacist: one that can be easily prepared by him- 
self, and one which will yield him a nice margin of profit in re- 
turn. I refer to the preparation known as liquid toilet soap. 

Until recent years liquid preparations of soap were very little 
used by the laity, being employed chiefly as an external form of 
medication in certain cutaneous diseases, the idea originating, I 
believe, with certain German dermatologists. But several nat- 
ural advantages which they possess over the ordinary hard soaps 
for toilet and domestic purposes furnishes the occasion for intro- 
ducing the subject to your notice 
at this time. Occurring as they 
do in liquid form, they are much 
more readily, as well as_ easily, 
adaptable to ordinary use for the 
toilet, bath, shampoo, etc. From 
a hygienic standpoint they also 
offer the advantages of immunity 
from infection, which is not in- 
frequently caused by different 
persons using the same piece of 
soap in cake form. Hard soaps 
are likewise inferior to soap 
liquids, in that they have to be- 
come liquefied, or, rather, emul- 
sified somewhat, before they ex- 
hibit their detergent property. 

A new and very extensive 
field for the use of liquid soap 
in germicidal combination has 
been developed recently, and no doubt your attention has al- 
ready been called to their use in some of our larger public in-

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stitutions, such as hospitals, hotels, etc. This idea was in- 
spired, as you well know, by the widespread interest people 
have taken in matters of public hygiene and sanitation of late 
years. Soaps for such purposes could be easily made from the 
formula herewith appended, simply by incorporating a small 
quantity of phenol, mercury bichloride, formaldehyde, or any 
of the other ordinary germicides. 

But the preparation which we have been most successful 
in exploiting is one which we have named Liquid Aromatic 
Shampoo Soap. The formula is one suggested by Wilbert 
some years ago, with but a slight modification. Numerous ex- 
periments were carried out with the ordinary fixed oils, such 
as linseed, sesame, malaga olive oil and mixtures of these with 
cottonseed oil, but all were found to be objectionable for some 
reason or other. 

The formula we now use is as follows:

This soap can be made at a cost of about 75 cents a gal- 
lou. Dispense it in 4 ounce bottles at 25 cents. The trade 
packages of similar products seldom contain more, and retail 
at 50 cents—a good talking point. By putting a little personal 
push back of this product it can be made into a very profitable 
specialty. 


An English View of the ‘‘World’’ Crusade 


Rubidium iodide strikes me as being just about “the limit” 
as a test for the accuracy of dispensing. Had I been con- 
fronted with “rub. iodi” on a prescription the very last drug I 
would have thought of would have been rubidium iodide! The 
test prescriptions which you quote from the AMERICAN Druc- 
cist could not have been better chosen if they had been in- 
tended to defeat the object which the New York World had 
in view, and in one sense this is satisfactory, for the campaign 
to prove that druggists as a class were inaccurate or careless 
dispensers or wilfully fraudulent, was unworthy to start with. 
True, there are black sheep in every flock, but I am convinced 
that a general campaign Sf this kind was bound to fail, for 
there is not in any community a more honorable class of men, 
nor men with a keener sense of commercial morality than 
chemists [pharmacists], and this generalization is applicable to 
the United States quite as much as it is to this country— 
Xrayser II in the London Chemist and Druggist. 








Detection of Subnitrate in Bismuth Salicylate 


Bismuth salicylate nearly always contains some subnitrate. 
According to MM. Caron and Raquet (Rep. de Pharm., March 
10, I911, 99) the impurity may be detected and determined by 
the following method: 0.5 Gm. of the salicylate is treated with 
about 50 milligrammes of a dilute solution of soda (e. g., deci- 
normal); boiled for five to ten minutes, made up to 100 milli- 
grammes, and filtered. A known volume of the filtrate (5, 10 
50 milligrammes, according to the supposed content of nitric 
acid) is evaporated on the water-bath; the residue, which con- 
tains a certain quantity of sodium salicylate besides any nitrate, 
is mixed intimately with 1 milligramme of pure sulphuric acid, 
and then 10 milligrammes of water and 10 milligrammes of am- 
monia added. The color obtained is compared with that pro- 
duced by the residue of evaporation of a nitrate solution of 
known strength treated with 1 milligramme of a 1 percent. solu- 
tion of sodium salicylate, under the same conditions. 
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Sale of Tablets Containing Codeine—M. C.—Tablets con- 
taining codeine cannot be sold in New York City under the or- 
dinance of the New York Board of Health, which was printed 
in full in our last issue. 

Ol. fagi—M. L. asks us to give a common name for Ol. 
fagi, which has been ordered in a prescription. The physician 
wanted, no doubt, Oleum fagi sylvaticze, which is commonly called 
Oil of Beech. It is a light, yellow oil, odorless, consisting mainly 
of olein It is used externally only. 

Liatris.—R. P. S. wishes to know something about a plant, 
called Liatris. There are several species of Liatris, the most 
common one is Liatris odorissima, which grows in several parts 
of the northern Unired States. It is a perennial plant, has nar- 
row leaves, up to 10 inches long. The leaves contain cumarin, 
about 134 percent. Common names for this species are Vanilla 
plant, Deer’s Tongue, also Hound’s Tongue. The roots are 
said to have diuretic properties, the leaves are used to aroma- 
tize tobacco. 

Pharmaceutical Textbooks.—O. L. H. wishes to know 
which one of the textbooks mentioned in our last issue is the 
best one for a beginner. This is difficult to answer, since, in the 
selection of the textbook a good deal depends upon the intelli- 
gence and mental capacity of a student. Each of the books 
mentioned has its own commendatory features. Remington’s 
“Practice of Pharmacy” describes all of the pharmaceutical oper- 
ations very much in detail, and contains also the subjett matter of 
the U. S. Pharmacopeeia and National Formulary. Arny’s “Prin- 
ciples of Pharmacy” is a very comprehensive book. Besides all 
of the pharmaceutical matter, it contains chapters on inorganic 
chemistry, organic chemistry and pharmaceutical testing as well 
as the pharmacopceial text. Caspari’s “Treatise on Pharmacy” is 
not so voluminous as the two books mentioned; however, it 
presents the subject very well indeed, and will serve admirably 
as a practical textbook. Coblentz’s “Handbook of Phar- 
macy” has been out of print for a number of years and car, 
therefore, not be considered. Although the prices of these books 
were printed in our last issue, we will repeat them, as requested: 
Remington, cloth, $6; sheep, $6.50; Arny, cloth, $5; Caspari, 
cloth, $4.25. 

Iodine and Oils in Prescriptions.—W. R. asks how the fol- 
lowing prescription should be dispensed and what reaction takes 
place in it:

At first sight one would think this an impossible combination. 
But such is not the case. While the U. S. P. and all text-books 
on chemistry state that iodine is freely soluble in ether, chloro- 
form, and carbon disulphide yet they fail to give any data as to 
its solubility in fixed oils. Our experience has shown that iodine 
is quite soluble in fixed oils, producing brownish-red, clear, 
solutions, changing twenty-four hours later to a beautiful dark 
amber color. 

This prescription was dispensed by rubbing the iodine in a 
dry glass mortar with the olive oil; solution was effected in two 
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After the lanolin was added and well mixed with the 


minutes. 
iodized oil the finished product was placed in a well-stoppered 


bottle. Its physical appearance could not be tefmed elegant as 
it made a rather muddy amber brown homogeneous mixture. 
After the lapse of twenty-four hours there was no apparent phys- 
ical change, nor any separation, as one would naturally expect 
because of the water present in the lanolin. 

By replacing the lanolin with anhydrous wool-fat a marked 
difference is caused in the result and a preparation is obtained 
which is practically clear and brownish-red afterward changing 
to a brownish amber. 

Using cottonseed oil and anhydrous wool-fat a brownish-red 
solution was obtained which remained so for three hours then 
suddenly changed to a lemon color which appeared to be per- 
On testing with starch solution no reaction for free 
iodine appeared until twelve hours later, showing that while com- 
bination undoubtedly took place it was unstable. The original 
formula gave the reaction for free iodine immediately on the 
addition of starch test solution. The anhydrous wool-fat and 
olive oil formula did the same.

Size of Powders of the German Pharmacopeia.—L. L. re- 
qucsts us to compare the sizes of the powders of the German 
Pharmacopeceia with those of the U. S. P. No doubt he knows 
that the U. S. P. recognizes five sizes of powders, namely Nos. 
80, 60, 50, 40 and 20. A No. 80 powder is one which will pass 
through a sieve having 80 meshes to the linear inch, a No. 60 
powder is one which will pass through a sieve having 60 meshes 
to the linear inch and so on. The German Pharmacopeeia recog- 
nizes only three different sizes of powders, namely, fine, moder- 
ately fine and coarse. The fine powder is one which will pass 
through a No. VI sieve, viz., one which has 43 meshes to 1 Cm, 
the moderately fine powder is one which passes through a No. 
V sieve, which has 26 meshes to the Cm., and the coarse powder 
is one which passes through a No. IV sieve, which has 10 
meshes to 1 Cm. The following table will enable comparison 
readily :

A moderately fine powder of the German Pharmacopceia 
would be about the same size as a fine powder of the U. S. P., 
while the fine powder of the German Pharmacopceia is some- 
what finer than the very fine powder of the U. S. P. The 
coarse powders are about alike in size. } 

Scharlachrot Salbe or Ointment of Scarlet Red.—B. L.— 
Scharlachrot or scarlet red is an azo dye and is known chemic- 
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ally as amido azotoluol. It was brought into therapy by Grueb- 
ler. For medicinal use the pure chemical should be used which 
is marketed under the name “medicinale.” In the preparation 
of the ointment the dye is first triturated with chloroform oil, 
a mixture of equal parts-of chloroform and a fatty oil. Oleum 
Chloroformii of the fourth edition of the German Pharmacopcia 
was prepared with olive oil which, however, has béen replaced 
by peanut oil in the new fifth edition. 

The trituration is continued until all the chloroform is evap- 
orated and enough yellow petrolatum is added to make the 
strength of the ointment 8 percent. scarlet red. 

Panama Hat Bleach—C. B. D.—A great many formulas 
lave already been published in the columns of the AMERICAN 
Druceist. At a recent meeting of the New York Branch of 
the American Pharmaceutical Association, Otto Raubenheimer, 
as chairman of the committee on pharmacy, gave the following 
abstract from the Pharmazeutisch Zeiting of Berlin: First wash 
the panama hat with a neutral soap, such as castile soap, and 
water, adding a little ammonia water. Then rinse with water 
and immerse for 2 or 3 hours in a bleach composed of

This combination generates sulphur dioxide, which is the 
bleaching agent. 

Lastly, rinse the hat in water, dry and press. We should be 
pleased to have C. B. D. and other readers try this method 
on their panamas and report results. 

Thyminic Acid.—C. R. S. inquires if this is a synonym for 
thymoi. This query again illustrates how confusing the chemical! 
nomenclature of the newer remedies is in a great many in- 
stances. Thymic acid is a recognized synonym for thymol. The 
books give this information and even some drug houses have 
this synonym printed on their labels. But thyminic acid, please 
note how similar this name is, is something entirely different, 
being a nucleatin-phosphoric acid. It is a brownish yellow 
amorphous powder which in the healthy body helps to eliminate 
the uric acid. For this reason it is recommended as a uric acid 
solvent in the treatment of gout, etc. Upon inquiry of several 
jobbing houses it was learned that the powdered thyminic acid 
is not in the United States market. However, under the trade- 
mark name of “Solulorol” the firm of Max Elb, of Dresden, 
Germany, manufactures tablets containing 0.25 Gm. thyminic 
acid. 

This is but one of the many examples showing that similar 
names for entirely different products should be avoided. That 
such nomenclature can even cause fatal érrors has also happened 
repeatedly as, for instance, in the lysol and laxol cases. 

How Chewing Gum is Made.—F. G. requests us to pub- 
lish formulas for different kinds of chewing gums. Such 
formulas have appeared in previous editions of the AMERICAN 
Druccist. We may say in general, that the manufacture of 
chewing gum by the retail pharmacist is not profitable since 
special apparatus and considerable skill are required to turn out 
a satisfactory product. The composition of the chewing gums 
of the market does not vary to any great extent, gum chicle 
being the basis of nearly all the popular makes. The subjoined 
are typical formulas:

Put the sugar and glucose into the water and boil them up 
to “crack” degree (a confectioners’ term meaning the point at 
which the mixture solidifies on cooling), pour the syrup over 
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a buttered slab and incorporate with it sufficient of the gum 
mixture to make it tough and plastic. The flavoring, consisting 
of suitable mixtures of the essential oils of wintergreen, cinna- 
mon, sandalwood, etc., should be well incorporated with the gum 
mixture before the latter is worked up with the candy syrup.

A practical process which does not require the use of elabo- 

rate machinery or any extensive manipulation follows: 
Gum chicle 
White sugar 
Glucose 
Caramel butter 

Cook the sugar and glucose to 240 degrees (by using a special 
confectioner’s thermometer) : add the caramel butter, and lastly 
the gum chicle, which has been previously softened by mashing 
into small pieces, and warmed up. Mix well into a paste, roll 
out with finely powdered suger, and cut into thin strips. 

Pepsin may be incorporated in any of the formulas given 
above. It is, probably, best added in the powdered form, since 
it is less affected by heat. 

Exchange of Diploma—A. A. L. wishes to know which 
states exchange licenses with New Jersey. We can only advise 
him to write to the secretary of the Board of Pharmacy of 
the state in which he would like to be registered, state his quali- 
fications and ask for an exchange license. The conditions in 
the various states differ so widely, that special inquiry must be 
made in every case. 

Silver Nitrate in Pills—This salt readily decomposes in 
the presence of organic substances. W.H. Egan, at the meeting 
of the Pennsylvania association, advised that the pharmacist 
should rub the nitrate of silver to a fine powder with twice its 
weight of kaolin and mass with lanolin. 

The Permanganate Test for Cocaine, as carried out by 
the improved method of Seiter (Am. Jour. Pharm., June, 1911), 
is as follows: To 1 Cc. of the cocaine solution is added one drop 
of 25 percent. sulphuric acid and 1 Cc. of saturated potassium 
permanganate solution. After standing some time a drop of the 
liquid is placed on a slide, a cover glass is adjusted, the excess 
of liquid is removed, and a drop of water is drawn under the 
cover glass by means of a piece of filter paper, which is placed 
on the opposite side. The slide is then examined under the 
microscope for the characteristic violet red rectangular plates of 
cocaine permanganate. Working in this manner, Seiter has de- 
tected cocaine in 1 Cc. of a solution which contained .00033 Gm. 
of cocaine hydrochloride, or a dilution of 1 to 3,000. The other 
common natural alkaloids and cocaine substitutes, with the ex- 
ception of alpha and beta eucaine, when treated as in the above 
test, are instantly oxidized. The two eucaines reduce the per- 
manganate very slowly. Alpha eucaine yields very small irregu- 
lar macses of violet red leafy crystals in 1 percent. solutions. In 
high dilutions (1 in 600) the crystals are better formed and re- 
semble those of ammonium magnesium phosphate. The limit 
for the formation of alpha eucaine permanganate crystals is I to 
5.000. Beta eucaine, in I percent. solutions, yields minute violet 
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red globules, which do not crystallize on standing, but not in 
less concentrated solutions. A magnification of 80 diameters is 
required in all cases, except the alpha eucaine crystals, which 
require the use of a higher power. 

Elixir of Iron, Quinine and Strychnine Phosphate.—\\. 
H. Egan at the Pennsylvania association meeting advised the 
following method of procedure: The soluble ferric phosphate is 
put in a wide mouthed bottle; 30 Cc. distilled water are added, and 
dissolved by agitation without the aid of heat. The alkaloids are 
dissolved in alcohol, and heat enough used to slightly warm the 
alkaloidal solution, the phosphoric acid added, and the alkaloids 
are immediately converted into phosphates without precipitation. 
Add the acetic acid to the ammonium carbonate contained in a 
suitable vessel, and when solution is complete do not neutralize, 
but be sure the solution is slightly acid, as neutralization with 
ammonia deprives the elixir of its color, which should be near- 
ly “pea green.” Mr. Egan has made this elixir for several years 
by this process, and has a sample nearly two years old that is as 
perfect in color as when first made. 

Borodisalicylate of Zinc, may be prepared, according to 
Foelsing, who holds the German patent (Nouveaux Remédes, 
1911, No. 10) by mixing equimolecular amounts of carbonate 
of zinc, salicylic acid, and boric acid, after which ten times the 
weight of water at 65 degrees C. is added and stirred until the 
cessation of the evolution of carbonic acid gas.. The solution 
is then filtered and allowed to crystallize. This salt which has 
the formula (C,H, O, B,) Zn forms white crystals with a 
melting point of from 100 to 110 degrees. It is soluble in alco- 
hol, and as it has astringent and antiseptic properties should be 
useful therapeutically. 





Quantitative Determination of Small Quantities 
of Morphine 

It has been pointed out by Riibsamen that morphine may be 
extracted from solutions of its salts by making barely alka- 
line to phenolphthalein and shaking repeatedly with large vol- 
umes of chloroform, afterward distilling off the chloroform and 
determining the morphine in the residue by Gordin’s method. 
Objections have been raised to the method, but, according to R. 
Gottlieb and O. Steppuhn (Apoth. Zeit., December 31. 1910, 
1,054, through Pharm. Jour.) good results can be obtained by 
proceeding as follows: The solution must be only just alkaline to 
phenolphthalein, and since the alkalinity is diminished by the 
extraction, more N/1o alkali is to be dropped in as required; 
instead of shaking with the chloroform, it is better to mix the 
two liquids in a beaker with a stirrer for ten minutes at a 
time, adding alkali as required; the chloroform should 
have been well stirred with pure water first, and about 
600 milligrammes should be used each time for extract- 
ing 200 milligrammes of the aqueous liquid. After the 
ten minutes’ stirring, the whole is transferred to a_ sep- 
arator, and the chloroform run off, and the operation re- 
peated three or four times. The united chloroform solution is 
distilled, the last portion evaporated in a dish, and the morphine 
dried; a known excess of N/1o sulphuric acid is then added, and 
enough absolute alcohol to take all into solution, and the deter- 
mination concluded by Gordin’s method. A number of control 
determinations showed that about 90 percent. of the morphine 
is obtained. 





Detection of Impurities in Amidopyrine 


Since amidopyrine, also known as pyramidon, is prepared by 
reducing nitroso-antipyrine to amido-antipyrine, and alkylating 
this with methyl chloride or iodide, it is liable to contain alkali 
halides and unchanged antipyrine as impurities. According to 
C. Kollo (Pharm. Post, February 28, 1911, 173, through Pharm. 
Jour) small quantities of the former cannot be detected satis- 
factorily by testing in the ordinary way with silver nitrate, 
since no precipitate or turbidity may form at once if the amount 
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of halide is smail, and an opalescence, or more, forms after « 
few minutes even in the absence of halide. Very small quan- 
tities, however, could be detected with certainty by aid of Giinz- 
burg’s reagent, consisting of a solution of one part each of 
phloroglucino] and vanillin in 500 parts by measure of ether. 
15 to 20 drops of this solution are put into a porcelain dish, and 
the ether evaporated off; a small quantity of the amidopyrine 
is then ignited on a platinum wire, and the products of combus- 
tion brought into contact with the film of phloroglucinol and 
vanillin; a red ring or a red area appears on this if even a 
trace of halide was present. An alternative test which will also 
detect a trace is to mix about 0.1 Gm. of the amidopyrine with 
0.2 Gm. each of silver nitrate and pure copper nitrate, and heat 
the mixture to redness in a tube closed at one end; after cool- 
ing, 3 or 4 milligrammes of dilute sulphuric acid is added, and 
a fragment or two or zinc. When all the silver is reduced— 
this requiring five to ten minutes—the liquid is filtered, and 
nitric acid and silver nitrate added to it; if halide was present 
the silver salt is precipitated. The most delicate test for anti- 
pyrine is by means of p-dimethylamidobenzaldehyde; 1 Gm. of 
this is dissolved in 5 milligrammes of strong hydrochloric acid 
(s. g. 1,126), and 94 milligrammes of absolute alcohol, and about 
0.1 Gm. of the amidopyrine is added to ten drops of this reagent 
and the solution evaporated on a water-bath in a porcelain cap- 
sule; a ring or patch of a fiery red color shows antipyrine.

Growing Drugs in Florida 





Editor American Druggist: 

Sirn,—The matter of growing crude drugs in this state has. 
been under investigation for several years, and so far we have 
not secured very favorable results. The high price of labor and 
special methods of cultivation required to handle these wild 
plants, most of which require shade for a part of the year, leave 
but a very small margin of profit. There has been in the past 
some business in the collection of wild drug plants for the mar- 
ket, but with the development of the state the price of labor 
has gone up, and but little of this work is done at the present 
time . 

While it is possible to grow such plants as deer tongue, 
snakercot, wormseed and seme others, yet with the present condi- 
tions there is much larger profit im other crops. There is but 
one firm in the state dealing in crude drugs in quantity, The 
American Fiber Company, of Jacksonville, Fla. 

Following is a partial list of the wild drug plants which are 
collected for the market: 

Aristolechia serpentaria, root. 

Stillingia sylvatica, root. 

Castalia odorata, root. 

Aletris farinosa, root. 

Passiflora incarnata, root and herb. 

Phytolacca decandra, root. 

Trilisia odorissima, leaves. 

Gelsemium sempervirens, root. 

Iris versicolor, root. 

Fagara clava-hercules, bark. 

Prunus serotina, bark. 

Chenopodium anthelminticum, seed. 

Serenoa serrulata, berries. 

Sassafras varifolium, bark of root. 

There are many others collected in small quantities.

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A BIG COMBINATION AD.

HE Post-Intelligencer, of Seattle, Wash., groups all of the 
drug store advertisements together on one page, giving 
them all the same size space, two inches single column. Ap- 
parently no one is allowed to use more than this space in that 
location. 

We reproduce the entire group, which occupied about a half 
page of the newspaper. Occupying nearly eight inches, three 
columns wide, in the middle is the advertisement of a formula 
for the curing of rheumatism, This is a prescription that any 
drug store can compound, and presumably’ the newspaper makes 
a practice of printing in this space each issue some good formula 
along this line, offering this as an inducement to the drug store 
to take space. 


The plan seems to me a good one. [We differ with Mr. 
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store is the one thing displayed, and there seems little effort 
made to get away from the old fashioned “card” effect. Of 
course two inches is a small space, but a one line heading in, 
say, 30 point caps and lower case, or even 24 point, with the 
store name at the end of the ad in perhaps 14 point, would give 
room to say something definite about almost any kind of goods. 

As one glances at this half page of ads nothing stands out. 
There is a sameness that prevents any one ad attracting atten- 
tion. Of course the space is so small that much white margin 
cannot be obtained, and the use of a distinctive border is pre- 
vented .by the uniformity of style demanded by the newspaper. 
Still, distinctive results can be obtained by individuality in 
typography, etc. 

Many advertisers seem to think that because a space is small 
it is not worth while to. spend much time or thought on what 
goes into it. On the contrary, when the space is small all the 
more care ought to be used to make it pay and produce results. 

An Opening Advertisement 

In this time of so many big cut rate advertisements run by 
chain stores it is refreshing to come upon a good sized ad 
which talks quality and class and does not make its plea for 
trade dependent entirely upon price. Modaff’s pharmacy, of 
Elkhart, Ind., announces an opening in a more dignified way, 
but at the same time it makes its offers attractive and tends to 
make people want the goods. More of this kind of advertising 
and less of the chop price kind would have a tendency to give

Farrington on this point—Editor American Druectst.] It gives 


good publicity to a good prescription which the druggist can 
compound at a profit, and helps advance the sale of legitimate 
medicine as opposed to cut rate patents. In some localities, 
however, physicians would criticise this as promoting self medi- 
cation. In my opinion a further advantage would be gained by 
putting on this prescription a price at which it could be obtained 
at any of the stores. There would be no trouble in getting the 
various stores to agree upon a rate. 

There are thirty of these small display ads, and a striking 
thing about them is that of the thirty only half a dozen give 
more prominence in display to a heading abou ods, etc., than 
to the name of the store. In nearly ev. name of the

and 8% inches high. 


people a better opinion of the drug store and make the public 
less ready to take the newspaper side of a campaign like that 
of the New York World. 

Price is important. We constantly seek to impress upon the 
advertiser the desirability of putting on the prices, but price is 
not everything. Price does not make people want the goods. 
It makes them willing to buy them if they wanted them before. 

There is a good deal in typography, too, and the typographi- 
cal plan of the body of this ad is first class. It is readable and 
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attractive. The original occupied a space of about a third of a 
newspaper page. 

Type ought to be used that is suited to the kind of goods 
advertised. This may not mean much to the average druggist, 
because he is not posted on type faces. However, he knows 
when he sees an ad that looks attractive and harmonious. He 
is a judge of results, although he may not be a judge of the 
means used to achieve them. For instance, it is easy to under- 
stand that an article like a dainty, high grade perfume ought 
not to be advertised with the use of big, black Gothic letters. 
Better something more airy like the Devinne. On the other 
hand, a stock food advertisement might be headed and displayed 
all through with black faced type that would stand out like a 
splash of black paint on a’ white coat. 

It is worth while for the druggist advertiser to get the 
printer to give him a sample card showing the different styles 
of type in the shop, so that appropriate faces may be chosen for 
different lines of goods.

CARE IN REDUCING EXPENSES

HERE is bound to come a time in the life of a druggist 
when he feels that he must reduce his cost ot doing busi- 
ness. This is most likely to come quickly to those of our read- 
ers who are earnestly trying to amend their business methods 
so as to know truthfully how their financial affairs stand in 
every department. For once let a man honestly ascertain to 
what extent his costs are accumulating, he will experience a 
fiendish desire to use the pruning knife everywhere. 

To give way to this impulse, without first giving every figure 
a critical analysis and estimating the consequences, is always 
dangerous, if not suicidal. The danger lies in the probable un- 
wise application of the knife—the pruning and cutting of live 
fruit bearing branches, leaving the “suckers” to flourish and sap 
the business. 

In studying the expense account for twelve months the first 
impulse of a man is most likely to reduce his salary account. 
Not only is this true of the retailer, but of every business man. 
Haste in this respect will often place a business in such a con- 
dition that it will require months and even years to recover from 
the loss sustained. 

An employee is worth to his employer what he can earn—no 
more, no less. In the fixing of salaries sympathy or sentiment 
should have no place. The proprietor himself should remember 
this. He, as the man who bears the burdens, faces the responsi- 
bilities, carries the risks, is entitled to a liberal compensation for 
these burdens. But if he, as proprietor, has no other earning 
capacity than the capital he has invested in his business, and is 
a flat failure, or is only fairly successful in any one department 
of his retailing affairs, he is only entitled to a little more than 
the mere income from his financial venture. If, however, in 
addition to being a proprietor, he is a clever manager, an ex- 
cellent bookkeeper, an exceptional salesman, good at making col- 
lections, or a fine promoter, he is certainly entitled to a larger 
salary than the best salesman he can hire. 

The clerk who does his work better than the average is also 
worthy of larger salary than the one whose work shows only 
fair results. The bookkeeper who keeps the records with but 
little lost time and no errors is more valuable than the one who 
putters over the books from morning until night with results 
that are not dependable. 

To make certain that his help is neither under nor over paid 
the good manager must know to a fraction what the earning 
capacity of every wage earner, including himself, is. Below this 
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he cannot safely reduce the salary. Above it he must not go, 
except as a stimulant to greater efforts. 

To be certain of the earning capacity of the help a good mer- 
chant who has his financial success always before him will take 
steps to know whether his employees are worth the money they 
receive, 

This can only be done, if he is a producing employee, by 
keeping close tab upon what he does. No clerk or salesman is 
worth to his employer a sum equal to the gross profits upon the 
goods he sells. If a $15 a week clerk only makes sales whose 
gross profits are but $15 a week, that clerk is not worth his 
hire. If the gross profits on his sales go below his salary, he is 
one of the leaks which will drag the business under the placid 
surface, unless the leak, with others, is stopped. Until a clerk 
returns to his employer more in gross profits than his salary 
amounts to he is not a profitable man to employ. 

This statement must be qualified with another, which holds 
that all goods sold by the clerk are marked to pay a fair and 
legitimate profit. It is no shame upon the salesman who sells 
a great number of articles which the proprietor has foolishly 
marked at a price which shows little or no gross profit above the 
delivered cost. The best salesman who ever filled patent leath- 
ers would soon be discouraged if his salary depended upon the 
profits some merchants place upon the factory cost of their 
wares. The only true test of a man’s earning capacity as a 
salesman is upon a strictly commission basis. It is as well a 
valuable object lesson to the proprietor on cost finding. 

Ten percent. above delivered cost is a fairly dependable fig- 
ure for a clerk whose salary is reckoned on salesmanship. If 
he is a bookkeeper, delivery man, collector or engaged in other 
work than selling, then only such time as he actually spends in 
selling goods can be computed against his sales. Ten percent. 
will require a clerk to sell $150 worth of goods a week (deliv- 
ered cost is the only basis of figuring), or $7,800 a year. At 
that rate he is just about breaking even for the man who signs 
the checks. 

And right here the writer wishes to assert in the strongest 
language that any clerk or salesman who cannot retail goods 
which cost delivered at the local depot $7,800 every year is not: 
worth $15 a week to any dealer. 

The average cost of doing business at retail is 18 percent. of 
the gross sales, or 21.95 above delivered cost. In the retail 
drug business it is more. In this selling expense is included the 
salaries of salesmen, or clerks, which the buyer must pay to the 
seller. The average percent. of net profit is four and four- 
tenths. For quick figuring let us assume that the selling ex- 
pense is 22 percent. and the net profit is 5 percent. The $15 a 
week clerk should and must accomplish this: 

Delivered cost of goods, $150; selling expense, $33; total cost 
of goods befcre profit is added, $183; profit at 5 percent, $0.15; 
gross sales for week, $192.15. During the year he would show 
sales amounting to $9,991.80, assuming that the percents. were 
true As they are slightly exaggerated, the gross sales would 
probably be about $9,900 for fifty-two weeks. 

That these figures are correct, in the main, is certain, for 
they are the averages secured from data obtained from several 
hundred retailers in all lines, whose average gross sales are $31,- 
ooo yearly, and average number of clerks employed at $12 per 
week are four and a third. 

Using the same figures as a basis, suppose that the dealer 
has an opportunity to employ a salesman of known ability who 
was willing that his salary should be based upon to percent. of 
the delivered cost of goods sold. He showed sales on that basis 
amounting to $250 the first week, and was entitled to salary of 
$25. Most merchants would balk on any such figure as being 
far too much. Would it? 

The selling expense on goods costing $250 delivered at 22 
percent. is $55, making the cost before profit is added $305. 
Sales for fifty-two weeks amount to $15,860, which, at 5 per- 
cent. profit ($793) would give gross sales for the year of 
$16,653. 
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The first salesman shows a net profit on his labor of $475.80, 
while the second an apparent net profit of $793, a difference in 
favor of the higher priced man of $317.20. 

But in figuring the relative merits of the two men it is neces- 
sary to take other factors into consideration. 

The average gross sales are $31,000 a year, and the aver- 
age cost of doing business is $5,600. By employing the better 
man the gross sales are increased to $36,860, while the salary in- 
crease is but $520. If there was no proportionate increase in the 
other expense items the average cost of doing business would 
be reduced from 18 percent. to 16.8. 

On the other hand, a cheap clerk who would not earn Io per- 
cent. on the delivered cost of the goods he sells would soon re- 
duce the rate of net profit materially, no matter how low his 
salary might be. But as merchants -will likely wish to do a lit- 
tle figuring for themselves, instead of having it all in black and 
white, we leave that problem for them to solve. 

In settling the salary question—whether to reduce wages or 
employ men who will have a larger earning capacity—the writer 
advises dealers to give each clerk or salesman books of dupli- 
cating slips with individual numbers, and keep close tabs upon 
the amounts of sales each one makes by the week, month and 
totals for the year. This will stimulate the clerks, as they know 
some check is being kept upon their work. ‘The salaries should 
then be adjusted to 10 percent. of the delivered cost of the 
goods sold—a reward of merit, as it were. 

But remember that any attempt to figure the value of a 
salesman on the volume of his gross sales will meet with flat 
failure, for the reason that one may be selling something which 
bears little or no net profit, while another may be in charge of 
a line which pays a large net gain. Like figuring the cost of 
doing business, the only correct way is on the delivered cost of 
the stock, and not on the gross sales.

A Popular Soda Fountain Syrup 
By CwHarces R. RHODES, 


Hyndman, Pa. 
URING an experience of twenty years operating a soda 
fountain in connection with a retail drug store in a small 
town, I have tried numerous syrup formulas under fanciful 
names, but all have been discarded except one, koko creme, 
which has grown steadily in popular favor since its introduction 
eighteen years ago. 

Believing that a flavor which has proved palatable to many 
of my patrons for such a long period might be profitably used 
by fellow pharmacists in other localities, the formula is cheer- 
fully submitted for the benefit of any who desire to test its 
merits. 

For a glass of soda water mix a sufficient quantity (about 
1% ounces) of equal parts of vanilla and chocolate syrups and 
add one-half ounce of pure cream. 

In dispensing be careful to have the flavoring ingredients 
thoroughly mixed with the carbonated water, and serve with a 
foam. 

The syrups are prepared as follows: 


Chocolate Syrup

Dissolve the gelatin in the water cold; heat to the boiling 
point; then add seven pounds of sugar and stir until dissolved. 
To this solution add the powdered chocolate, which has been 
slightly triturated with the remainder of the sugar; boil for ten 
minutes, stirring constantly with a wooden spoon or paddle. If 
necessary, add sufficient water, previously boiled, to make the 
finished product measure ten pints, and then pass it through a 
wire milk strainer. Chocolate syrup prepared by this process 
meets all the requirements for soda fountain use; it is smooth, 
of proper density, and will not readily ferment. It should be 
kept in tightly stoppered quart or half gallon bottles and thor- 
oughly shaken when dispensed. 


Vanilla Syrup 


The vanilla syrup is prepared by dissolving %4 ounce shredded 
gelatin in % gallon of cold water, heat to the boiling point, add 
seven pounds of granulated sugar, dissolve, add sufficient water

to make one gallon and strain. When cold add four ounces 
extract of vanilla. 

The chocolate and vanilla syrups thus prepared can be used 
when those flavors are called for separately, and need only be 
mixed when koko creme is requested. 

The gelatin is an excellent foam producer, free from the 
objectionable . properties of soap bark preparations for similar 
use, 

When these syrups are combined as directed to make koko 
creme the result is a wholesome, delicious beverage that tastes 
similar to the old time chocolate drop. 

The drink can be sold profitably at 5 cents a glass, and will 
doubtless prove a winner at any soda fountain where it re- 
ceives a fair trial. 





Popular Soda Fountain Formulas 





Taft Rickey 
Prepare a lemonade to fill within an inch of the top of a tall, 
concave glass; fill remainder with syrup sweetened claret and 
mix well. 
Strawberry Bisque 


This delicious preparation may be served cold in a sundae 
glass, or, frozen, like Nesselrode pudding, in a glass plate. It 1s 
prepared with powdered sugar, white of eggs, fresh strawber- 
ries, grated dry macaroons, and almond orgeat. It is useless to 
mention exact proportions of each ingredient, as the preparation 
can best be made to suit the taste of the patrons. 


Columbia High Ball 


Into a bowl of vanilla or any “white” ice cream pour some 
grape juice; stir and mix thoroughly until the entire mixture 
shows a light blue, or Columbia, color. Serve in four ounce 
concave glasses, topped with a Maraschino cherry. 


Yale Bull 


Into a glass of lemonade add a few drops of grape juice un- 
til, after mixing, the entire preparation has a dark blue, or 
Yale, color. Add a few sprigs of mint and serve in tall, con- 
cave glasses. 


A Thirst Quencher and Blood Purifier 


A most refreshing thirst quencher, and a drink that has 
blood purifying properties, may be made by squeezing the juice 
of half a grape fruit into a tumbler half filled with strongly 
charged soda, seltzer or vichy water. Any fancy name may 
he applied to this, such as shaddock fizz, grape fruit fizz, etc.

There will be nothing in the list of bev- 
erages and frozen sweets to be dispensed in the five minute 
tests which every fountain does not have immediately at hand, 
and no one can tell, until the contest is made, whether he can- 
not beat the best records of the big fountain experts. In fact, 
the greatest speed has frequently been made on the smallest of 
fountains, where the supplies and ingredients of the drinks and 
ice cream specialties are most easily available. 





Hot Chocolate. 


Preparations of chocolate for hot drinks are made in a va- 
riety of ways; the simplest preparation of any, perhaps, consists 
of a mixture of powdered chocolate and refined powdered sugar, 
as follows: 


Powdered chocolate 
Powdered sugar 


Mix thoroughly and transfer to a wide mouthed bottle or 
can. Add two teaspoonfuls of the mixed powder to each cup; 
add the hot water slowly and with constant stirring. 


II. 
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Rub up chocolate with sufficient hot water to form a smooth 
paste and add to remainder of water in which has been dis- 
solved the other ingredients. Pour about 1 fluidounce of this 
syrup in a hot soda water mug and fill the latter to the brim 
with hot water. Serve with a spoon.

Changes in the Illinois Law 

But few changes were made in the Illinois State Board of 
Pharmacy by the forty-seventh General Assembly. Briefly, they 
comprise the following: All moneys received by the board are 
to be paid into the state treasury on September 30 and March 31 
of each year; the money necessary to carry on the work of the 
board will be paid by the state; the salary of the secretary is 
raised from $2,500 to $3,000 per annum, and of members of the 
board from $5 to $8 per diem; the fee for filing an application 
for registered pharmacist certificate is raised from $5 to $10, as 
is also the fee for filing an application for a local registered 
pharmacist’s certificate. Another change is that general mer- 
chants may sell Paris green and arsenate of lead for insecticide 
purposes only. A provision has been incorporated in the law to 
the effect that the proprietor of a drug store shall keep on file 
for not less than five years the original of every prescription dis- 
pensed from his pharmacy, filing them in the order in which they 
are compounded, and these shall be produced in court whenever 
required, and shall at all times be open for inspection by officers 
of the law.

True to N. A. R. D.—Continues College Scholarship—To 
Pay Expenses of Delegates to A. Ph. A. 





potent June 22—What was one of the most successful 
conventions in the thirty years’ history of the Massa- 
chusetts State Pharmaceutical Association closed tonight at 
Hull. The attendance of members exceeded 300, and the com- 
pany of wives and daughters swelled the total very much 
larger. The spacious Hotel Pemberton was the headquarters, 
where the ocean breezes swept through it and bade defiance 
to city heat. 

President James F. Finneran called the convention to order 
on Tuesday night, and in his annual address called upon the 
druggists of the state to work together with constancy and in- 
telligence to advance the interests of pharmacy. He spoke with 
pride of the fact that when the fifty-ninth convention of the 
A. Ph.-A. meets in Boston next 
August the president’s gavel will 
be given over to a member of 
the Massachusetts association— 
John G. Godding. Eight specific 
recommendations were made in 
the report, and subsequently all 
were adopted unanimously. The 
recommendations were as _ fol- 
lows: 1I—Continue membership 
in the State Board of Trade; 2— 
Continue the scholarship at the 
Massachusetts College of Phar- 
macy; 3—Continue membership 
in the N. A. R. D.; 4—That two

The association voted against the proposition that a law 
should be passed in this state requiring drug stores, while open 
for business, to have at all times in attendance a_ registered 
pharmacist or an assistant. The second proposition discussed,

A series of unusually interesting reports were presented

C. Marshall, agent of the B. A. 
R. D., told what had been done 
in propaganda work in the past 
year; he had made 516 calls on 
physicians in the first round and 
540 calls in the second, distribut-

U. S. P. in the first instance, and 
N. F. samples in the second. 
Henry A. Estabrook, of Fitch- 
burg, spoke on trade interests.

THE VERMONT STATE MEETING 





Affiliates with N. A. R. D.—Opposes Stamp Tax—Ninety-

complete its attractiveness, this new, beautifully arranged and 
well managed hotel supplies it. The hotel is so new, in fact, 
that its sixth floor was only partly prepared for occupancy on 
the day of meeting, while the seventh was still wholly in 
chaos. The eighth story is a roof garden, a fine convention 
hall, capable of seating about 400, and enclosed in glass, occu- 
pying the center, with broad promenades all about it. On such 
a gloriously clear day as Wednesday of the convention week it 
required a speaker’s best art to keep the attention of the mem- 
bers from wandering into the delightful fields of the surround- 
ing scenery. 

After the president’s reception on Tuesday evening the 
programme provided for Dr. Rusby’s lecture, Across South 
America by Mule and Canoe. The conditions proving unfavorable 
to the installation of the lantern in the convention room, this 
part of the entertainment seemed in danger of resulting in 
disappointment, but the fertile genius of Mr. Rocheleau, of the 
local committee, succeeded in interesting the obliging manage- 
ment of the Bijou Motion Picture Company, just across the 
street, who generously tendered the free use of their hall and 
lantern, after the close of their own entertainment, at ten. All 
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guests of the hotel were invited, and some 250 persons ex- 
pressed their appreciation at the close of the lecture.

New York Pharmacists 
Oppose Poison Bottle Bill 


Prominent members of the retail drug trade of New York 
state attended, on Thursday, June 15, a hearing on the Schif- 
ferdecker bill, known as assembly bill 2381, held before the 
Senate Committee on Public Health in Albany, N. Y., and op- 
posed vehemently the enactment of this measure, seeking to 
compel the use by pharmacists of peculiarly shaped bottles or 
of peculiarly stoppered bottles in the dispensing of poisons upon 
prescription or otherwise. 

This measure has already been passed by the New York 
State Assembly, but the pharmacists of this state are deter- 
mined to prevent its passage by the senate if it is possible to 
do so. 


‘The Drug and Chemical Club of New York

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PRESIDENT TAFT URGES AMENDMENT 
COVERING THERAPEUTIC CLAIMS 





Text of the Sherley Amendment to the Food and Drugs 
Act — 





ASHINGTON, June 22.—President Taft has sent to Con- 
gress a message in which he urges the amendment of the 
fond and drugs act in such a way as to provide for the prohibi- 
tion of labels carrying curative claims as to proprietary medi- 
cines. This message was read in the Senate on the afternoon 
of June 21 and created a decided sensation among those who 
listened to it. There has been no change thus far in the view 
that Congress will decline to act on the subject at the current 
session, although if the session should be protracted to the ex- 
tent that is now threatened in some quarters it might be possible 
to force some action. 

The President in his message reviews the results accom- 
plished through the passage by the Fifty-ninth Congress of the 
food and drugs act, by reason of which two thousand cases were 
prepared for criminal prosecution. He recalls, however, the fact, 
as exemplified in the recent decision of the United States v. O. 
A. Johnson, opinion May 29, 1911, that whi'e the food and drugs 
act provides against the adulteration of food and drugs and 
against the false labeling of such products as to their ingredients, 
it does not cover the false labeling of nostrums as regards their 
curative effect or physiological action, and it is against this that 
the President urges that provision be made and the statute 
amended to provide against suck false labeling. 


A BILL 


To amend section eight of the food and drugs act approved June thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and six. : 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled. That that part of sec- 
tion eight of the food and drugs act of June thirtieth, nineteen hundred 
and six, defining what shall be misbranding in the case of drugs, be, 
and the same is hereby, amended by adding thereto a third paragraph to 
read as follows: ; P 

“If its package or label shall bear any statement, design, or device 
regarding the curative or therapeutic effect of such article which is false 
or fradulent.” 

So that the said part of said section eight shall read as follows: 

“Sec. 8. That the term ‘mislranded,’ as used herein, shall apply 
to all drugs or article of food or articles which enter into the composition 
of food, the package or label of which shall bear any statement, design. 
or device regarding such article, or the ingredients or substances contained 
therein which shall be false or misleading in any particular, and to any 
food or drug product which is falsely branded as to the state, territory, 
or country in which it is marufactured or produced. 

“That for the purposes of this act an article shall also be deemed to 
be misbranded. In case of drugs: 

“First. If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the name 
of another article. ; 

“Second. If the contents of the package as originally put up shall 
have been removed, in whole or in part, and other contents shall have been 
placed in such package, or if the package fail to bear a statement on_ the 
label of the quantity or proportion of any alcohol, morphine, opium, 
cocaine, heroin, alnha or beta eucaine, chloroform, canabis indica, chloral 
hydrate, or acetanilid, or any derivative or preparation of any such sub- 
stances contained therein. 

“Third. If its package or label shall bear any statement, design, or 
device regarding the curative or therapeutic effect of such article which is 
false and fraudulent.” 


BOARD OF PHARMACY OPPOSES 
CONGRESSIONAL AMENDMENT 








Object to Opening Door for Sale of Poisons by Dental 
Depot— Will Carry Fight into Congress 





pape aie July 5.—Declaring its intention of fight- 
ing the amendment to the District of Columbia phar- 
macy act, offered by the commissioners of the district, which 
will permit the sale of certain poisons by dental supply houses, 
the board of pharmacy submitted its annual report to the com- 
missioners today. In response to a petition from a number of 
dentists, the commissioners recently sent to congress a bill 
authorizing the sale by dental houses of certain drugs which 
cannot now be sold by such dealers without a license from the 
board of pharmacy. The board has refused to issue such 
licenses, on the ground that it has no authority under existing 
law. 
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“If the amendment is enacted,” says the report, “dental 
supply houses will be given privileges not enjoyed by physicians 
or pharmacists, to which this board is opposed, and will en- 
deavor to defeat if possible. The pending amendment was for- 
warded to congress without the knowledge of the board; its 
provisions we are opposed to, and we are further of the opinion 
that all sales of drugs should be confined to licensed pharma- 
cists under the strictest supervision, especially the narcotics.” 

In reference to the report, Commissioner Rudolph said to- 
day that the amendment was offered by the commissioners for 
the reason that the particular drugs handled by dental supply 
houses are not supplied by the general trade. 





IMITATION OF PROPRIETARIES IN 
RUSSIA 





United States Government Protests Against Act of Medi- 
cal Council—France Protests Also 





ASHINGTON, June 28.—Advices received here from St. 
Petersburg state that the Russian Medical Council has 
lately issued a decree, in which it is provided that any pharma- 
cist or chemist throughout the empire may, if he chooses, imitate 
any foreign medicinal preparation provided that he merely indi- 
cates upon the label of the article the place where the prepara- 
tion was put up and the formula by which prepared. The phar- 
macist may even use the name of the foreign preparation he is 
imitating provided he so desires. This decree is considered ex- 
ceedingly discouraging by those drug interests which have been 
endeavoring to secure a relaxation of the regulations under 
which the Russian Medical Council has been discriminating 
against the importation of American and other foreign medical 
and pharmaceutical preparations into Russia. The French gov- 
ernment has been much more aroused with reference to the re- 
cent action than has that of the United States, and the French 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg promptly filed a strong protest 
with the Russian government on behalf of producers of medicinal 
preparations in France, French preparations being largely export- 
ed to Russia. Action is expected to be taken along similar lines 
by the American Ambassador, although nothing has thus far 
been done. For some months past the American Ambassador 
has been doing what he could to secure greater liberality of 
action on the part of the Medical Council, but no result has been 
arrived at thus far. 


Promotion Proposed for Navy Pharmacists 


Washington, June 20.—The following measure, designed to 
provide for the promotion of pharmacists in the navy, has been 
introduced into the Senate as S. 2795. It, however, has no 
chance of receiving attention at this session and must wait until 
next winter for consideration. The will has been referred to the 
committee of the Senate on naval affairs: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That pharmacists sha!l, 
in like manner as other warrant officers are commissioned, be commis- 


sioned chief nharmacists and shall, on promotion, have the rank, pay, and 
allowances of chief boatswains. 


L. J. Meuser Buys Retail

L. J. Meuser, formerly manager of the Red Cross Drug 
Company store in Dover, N. J., has purchased the retail drug 
business hitherto conducted by that concern in this store, and 
is now proprietor thereof.

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OBITUARY 


DR. JULIAN W. BAIRD. 

Dr. Julian W. Baird, dean of the faculty of the Massachu- 
setts College of Pharmacy, died June 26 after an illness of about 
three months. He underwent a surgical operation for the re- 
moval of gallstones, and while he apparently rallied from this. 
other complications set in, and he was confined to his bed until 
the end. He was one of the most prominent pharmaceutical 
chemists in the country, and during his connection with the 
College of Pharmacy, which extended over a period of nearly 
twenty-five years, he had endeared himself to a great army of 
pharmacists who had passed under his direction. 

Dr. Baird was born in Battle Creek, Mich., February 14, 
1859, the son of Dr. A. H. Baird, a physician. The family 
moved to Jackson, Mich., in 1864, and there Julian was prepared 
for the University of Michigan at Ann Arbor, which he entered 
in 1878. He graduated in 1882 with the degree of A. B. He 
was assistant in the chemical laboratory of the department of 
pharmacy at the university during the following year, and ob- 
tained the degrees of A. M. and Ph. C. Then he went to Le-

high University in Pennsylvania as instructor in chemistry, and 
was in charge of qualitative analysis and assaying from 1883 to 
1886. He was then appointed professor of analytical and organic 
chemistry at the Massachusetts College of Pharmacy, holding 
that position up to the time of his death, and having been dean 
of the faculty since June, 1897. He entered the Harvard Med- 
ical School in 1887, and was graduated in 1890 with the degree 
of M. D. 

He had earned a high rank as a chemist and as an educator. 
He held membership in the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, American Chemical Society, Massachusetts Medical So- 
ciety, the Society of Chemical Industry (England), the Massa- 
chusetts State Pharmaceutical Association, and the Boston So- 
iety of Medical Science. 

Dr. Baird is survived by a widow, one daughter, and by his 
mother, all of whom were able to attend the funeral. He is 
also survived by a grandmother, now ninety-five years old, 
whose home is in Jackson, Mich. 





JULIUS ZELLER. 

Julius Zeller died June 28 at Larchmont, N. Y., at the age 
of eighty-four. He left two children, Mrs. Louise M. Hollerieth, 
the wife of George Hollerieth, the chief engineer of the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company, and Bertha V. Strich, the wife 
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of Mr. Strich, of Strich & Zeidler, piano manufacturers, Bronx 
Borough. 

Julius Zeller, a son of the noted Dr. Zeller, was born in 
Stuttgart, Germany, in 1827. He came to the United States and 
opened a drug store, which was continued up to a few years ago 
by Robert Wirth at 50 William street, Newark, N. J. In 1847 
he entered into partnership with John Rudolphy under the style 
of Rudolphy & Zeller as importers of foreign drugs on Pearl 
street, near Broadway. In 1856 Mr. Zeller embarked in business 
on his own account at 51 Division street. In 1885 he removed 
to 37 Bowery, and in 1889 he retired. from business and was suc- 
ceeded by his nephew, Max Zeller, who continued the business 
until 1901, when Britt, Loeffler & Weil, all old employees of 
Julius Zeller, purchased the business, and removed it in 1908 to 
255 Canal street, its present location. 

Mr. Zeller at one time controlled almost the total import of 
foreign herbs and roots in this country. He was one of the 
oldest members of the Liederkranz and also of the German Hos- 
pital, having served the latter for many years as secretary. He 
was highly esteemed and honored in private as well as com- 
mercial life for his integrity and honesty; he was known as one 
of the best botanists and chemists in the wholesale drug trade 





COL. ORMOND F. NIMS. 


Col. Ormond F. Nims, a veteran of the civil war, and one 
of the oldest druggists in New England, died May 23, aged 
ninety-one years, at his home at 42 Blossom street, Boston. He 
had conducted a drug store at 134 Cambridge street for fifty- 
six years. He bought the store in 1854, and although he had 
no previous experience as an apothecary, he conducted it suc- 
cessfully until February, 1910, when he retired. Of late years 
he would not sell cigars, tobacco or patent medicines. Neither 
would he permit a soda fountain to be installed in his store 
During all his experience in the drug business, with the ex- 
ception of the time at the front, he spent about sixteen hours 
a day in his store. He was noted for his unostentatious ¢char- 
ity. The accompanying illustration appeared originally in a 
sketch of Colonel Nims in the Boston Herald and shows him 
bestowing alms. 

Colonel Nims was born in Sullivan, Cheshire County, N. H., 
August 30, 1819. He came to Boston at the age of twenty- 
three, and was employed in various occupations until he had 
saved money enough with 
which to purchase the drug 
store on Cambridge _ street. 
He early became interested in 
the militia, and joined the 
National Lancers, a troop of 
cavalry in Boston. In 1854 
he joined a battery then being 
organized, and was made first 
sergeant on the night of his 
enlistment. Five years later 
he was the commander of it. 
He retired at the end of his 
term of enlistment, in 1860, 
but in the closing days of his 
command he had the honor 
to appear with his battery on 
Boston Common in a review before the Prince of Wales (the 
late King Edward VII), who was then touring the United 
States. With the outbreak of the civil war Mr. Nims joined 
another battery, and left Boston for the front on August 8, 
1861, in command of it. That is the battery, the Second Mas- 
sachusetts, which subsequently became known almost exclusively 
as Nims’ Battery. He was in command of it at Warrenton, 
Miss.; at Baton Rouge, La.; in front of Vicksburg and at Port 
Hudson, and with General Banks on the Red River expedition. 
After the war Colone] Nims was in charge of the quartermas- 
ter’s department at New Orleans, and again distinguished him- 
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self by his executive ability and high efficiency. At the close 
of the war he returned to Boston and resumed the conduct of 
the drug store on Cambridge street, which in the meantime had 
been in charge of his wife. Colonel] Nims was for many years 
a communicant of Trinity Church in Boston, under the rector- 
ship of the Rev. Dr. Phillips Brooks, Rev. Dr. E. Winchester 
Donald, and Rev. Dr. Alexander Mann, by all of whom he was 
held in high esteem. The funeral was held at Trinity Church, 
and was attended by twenty-five survivors of the famous Nims’ 
sattery and by large delegations from Charles Russell Lowell 
Post, G. A. R., of which he had been commander. and of the 
Loyal Legion. 


DR. EDWARD ARTHUR DAKIN. 

Dr. Edward Arthur Dakin, formerly a well known druggist 
and a practising physician, died at his summer home in Mag- 
nolia, May 22, at the age of fifty-eight. He had been employed 
in drug stores in Salem, Brockton, Wareham and Onset Bay. 
He took up the study of medicine while thus employed, and re- 
ceived his degree of M. D. in 1881 from Hahnemann College, 
Philadelphia. He was born in Lower Argyle, N. S., leaving 
home while still a boy. He leaves two children. 





ALONZO T. DARGAN. 


Alonzo T. Dargan died in New York on June 3 at the age 
of forty-seven. He was born in Darlington, S. C., and entered 
the drug business in the store of Dr. A. W. Eckel, of Charles- 
ton. He was subsequently employed by Dr. H. Baer and by

years aS a city representative of McKesson & Robbins and for 
seven years with Tarrant & Co. He then entered the employ 
of Sharp & Dohme as city salesman, and remained with them 
until about a year before his death, when he retired from 
active business. Mr. Dargan was a man of winning personality 
and had many warm friends in the trade who will be much 
grieved to learn of his death. 


DANIEL J. PUFFER. 

Daniel J. Puffer, president of the Puffer Manufacturing 
Company of Boston, makers of soda fountains, died at his home 
in Medford, Mass., May 22, of heart failure. He had been in 
poor health for about a year, but was able to be about until 


a few days before his death, He was born in Somerville, 
Mass., fifty-seven years ago. He was the son of the late Alvin 
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D. Puffer, founder of the business, and he entered his father’s 
employ as a young man. After the Puffers withdrew from the 
American Soda Fountain Company, Mr. Puffer was made 
president of the new company, and the business had been enor- 
mously developed under his direction. Mr. Puffer is survived 
by a widow, a daughter and six sisters and two brothers, the 
latter being associated with him in the soda fountain business.

William H. Gale, a pioneer Chicago druggist, was killed by a 
passenger train on the Milwaukee & St. Paul Railroad, June 25.

He was seventy- 
seven years old, and came to Chicago with his parents when a 
baby in the year 1835. This was before Chicago was incor- 
porated, and his residence here had been continuous ever since. 
William Gale was a brother of Edwin O. Gale, senior member 
of the firm of Gale & Blocki, the well known Palmer House 
drug concern. He was a member of the firm with his brother 
from its founding in 1856 until 1865, when Edwin Gale bought 
out his interest.

Dr. William Appleton Rust, a former member of the whole- 
sale drug firm of Rust Brothers & Bird, died at his home in 
Brookline, Mass., May 15, aged eighty-seven years.

T last the drug clerks have received official recognition by 
the appointment of one of their number as a member of 
the New York State Board of Pharmacy. But after all the

School of Pharmacy of Fordham University 
men the 


In the struggle for recognition as_ professional 
pharmacists of this country have ever encountered the charge 
that their education did not entitle them to such recognition. 
The question ‘““What is it?” meaning is pharmacy a trade or a 
profession, has been a subject of discussion at more than one 
meeting of the state pharmaceutical associations. It is grati- 
fying, therefore, to learn that a new departure is to be made 
in the educational system of the pharmacist, a departure which 
is sure to place pharmacy on a level with the other professions 
and create a new bond of friendship between the two allied 
professions, medicine and pharmacy. The Fordham University 
has established a school of pharmacy with this point in view. 
Besides the closer relations which necessarily are established 
by the coeducation of the medical and pharmaceutical students, 
it aims to so prepare its pharmacy students that at the end of 
their course they will be fully prepared to undertake research 
work besides being educationally qualified to assist the prac- 
tising physician by their ability to examine all pathological 
fluids, such as urine, sputum, blood, etc. The minimum time 
in which a degree can be obtained is set at three years, and 
the preliminary requirements are higher than those set by many 
other colleges. In order, however, to enable the embryo phar- 


macist to comply with their preliminary requirements arrange- 
ments have been made with the collegiate department of the uni- 
versity whereby the students of pharmacy can participate in the 
science courses of the university without any additional cost. 
This departure from the general plan of pharmaceutical edu- 
cation is a step in the right direction, and is bound to help place 
pharmacy more firmly in the class of recognized professions.

The street railway 
people expected to show, through Reed’s testimony, that Heffern 
had many of his present ailments before the date of his injury 
by a street car. In this connection Reed testified that he sold 
Heffern four bottles of Reed’s*eRheumatic Cure, also that Hef- 
fern later signed a laudatory testimonial that he, Reed, had writ- 
ten out.

Conflagration in Bangor Makes Clean Sweep of One Sec- 
tion— Twelve Drug Stores Still Left—Over Three Mil- 
lion Dollars Loss Inflicted 





pe iam June 23.—The conflagration that visited this city 
May 1, destroying a large part of the business section of 

the city, and causing a property loss conservatively estimated at 
$3,500,000, completely wiped out of existence four of the leading 
drug concerns in the city, totally consuming the stock and fix- 
tures and burning the buildings to the ground in which the stores 
were located.

Practically nothing of 
value, with the exception of 
the books and contents of the 
safes, was removed from the 
building. 

The Caldwell Sweet Drug 
Company suffered the loss of 
a branch store, in which was 
maintained a wholesale bot- 
tling establishment. The main 
store of the company was un- 
harmed, being out of the path 
of the flames. 

None of the proprietors of 
the stores destroyed are will- 
ing at this time to make an 
estimate of their loss, beyond 
saying that the flames made a 
clean sweep of everything, and 
all that they have left to real- 
ize on is the insurance, which 
is understood to be low in 
some cases. 

The other drug stores in 
the city left unharmed are the 
following: C. MM. Brown, 
Buckley Drug Company, B. H. Burke, Curtis & Tupper, Essex 
Street Pharmacy, Fifield & Co., C. A. Fowler, J. P. Frawley, 
L. H. Hamm, Caldwell Sweet Company, Ara Warren, and Wy- 
man’s Exchange Street Drug Store. 

None of the druggists burned out have made arrangements as 
yet for reopening in temporary quarters. All the buildings in 
which the stores were located are to be rebuilt within the course 
of the next year, and C. H. Davis, the proprietor of the East 
Side Pharmacy, expects to have his former store at State street 
and East Market square when the building is ready again. 
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International Opium Congress Postponed 

It is stated that, owing to the fact that some of the govern- 
ments, parties to the International Opium Congress, which was to 
have been held on July 1, are not ready, the congress will be 
postponed for a year, though official action to that end has not 
yet been announced. 
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Condition of Trade 


New York, July 7. 

The fortnight under review has been characterized by a gen- 
erally firm market, with numerous small advances in quota- 
tions. The principal interest of the fortnight has centered 
about opium, which has been advanced sharply in sympathy 
with the higher range of quotations in European markets. The 
markets in Smyrna and London have both shown a steady up- 
ward tendency, and local dealers even now assert that the 
higher prices quoted on the spot are hardly sufficient to enable 
them to replace stocks at the existing range of prices. The 
crop reports from Asia Minor are such as to justify the antici- 
pation of a continuation of the present high range of values 
for some time yet. The change in opium has been followed by 
a corresponding advance in the opium derivatives, the price of 
morphine and its salts and diacetyl, morphine having been 
marked up 25 cents an ounce, while codeine has been advanced 
35 cents an ounce, in order to bring these products into a 
parity with the crude drug. Among the other changes which 
have taken place the advance in santonin is worthy of special 
note. This drug seems to be under firm control on the part 
of the Russian syndicate, and the revised quotations take it to 
the. highest range of prices which has ever ruled for it. Sennega 
is about the only one of the American root crop to attract at- 
tention during the fortnight. This root seems to be in some- 
what limited supply, and holders have advanced their quota- 
tions slightly. The other American roots continue to rule very 
high and firm. The Messina essences are very firm, and lemon 
and orange oils have even advanced a trifle under the influ- 
ence of advices from Italy. The advance in beeswax is an 
unusual incident in the market, which is attributed to lack of 
supplies. Details of the price changes are listed below:

Angostura bark is easier, and our quotations of 1414 to 16c 
could probably be shaded on a firm offer. 

Arnica flowers are decidedly firmer under the influence of 
cables from abroad, and are now quoted at II to 12c. 


Balsam copaiba is quiet, but prices are unchanged at 45 to 
46c for American, 63 to 65c for Para, the latter being in rather 
scanty supply, and all offers being taken up promptly. 

Balsam tolu has advanced to 26 to 28c under the influence 
of active demand, while supplies do not come forward with 
accustomed freedom. 

Bay rum is in light demand, but steady, at $1.65 to $1.70. 

Buckthorn bark has been reduced to 4% to 4%c, and is dull 
and neglected even at the lower rate. 

Burgundy pitch is very firm at 534 to 6c; the demand is 
quite active, and holders show no disposition to press stocks 
on the market. 

Cacao butter has declined in sympathy with the conditions 
in Amsterdam, and is now selling at 37 to 4goc for bulk and 
424% to 45M%c for boxes. 

Calabar beans have been advanced to 4oc, and are firmly held 
at this figure, the stocks being well concentrated. 

Cantharides, Russian, are very firm on the spot at 70 to 75¢, 
and cables from Hamburg indicate that an advance of 3c has 
been made “in that market. So far, however, no change has 
been made in the local quotations. 

Cascara sagrada is reported to be very firm on the Pacific 
coast, and quotations both there and on the spot have been ad- 
vanced. The local quotation is 834 to 10%c as to age and 
quantity, while the prices quoted from California points are 
rather above a parity with these figures. 

Cassia fistula is reported higher abroad, and on the spot 
dealers advance their figures from 7% to 8c for prime long. 

Codeine and its salts have heen advanced sharply in sympa- 
thy with the higher range of prices for opium, the advance 
amounting to 25c an ounce, bringing the bulk quotation to $4.85 
to $5 in round lots. The jobbing prices have been correspond- 
ingly advanced. 

Cramp bark has been rétluced to 6% to 7%c, owing to the 
accumulation of stock and lack of inquiry. 

Creosote has been advanced to 63 to 73c for beechwood, 
according to brand and quantity. 

Diacetyl morphine has been advanced 25c an ounce in sym- 
pathy with the rise in price of opium’ and is now quoted at 
$4.35 to $4.45 for bulk, $4.40 to $4.50 for ounces, $4.60 to $4.70 
for eighths. For the hydrochloride the new basis is $4.10 to 
$4.20 for bulk, $4.15 to $4.25 for ounces, and $4.35 to $4.45 for 
eighths. ‘ 

Gambier has. been reduced to 5% to 6c, under the influence 
of heavy arrivals ; 

Insect flowers are dull, but steady at 15 to 40c, according to 
age and quality. 

Juniper berries are somewhat firmer under the influence of 
foreign cables, but no change has been made in the prices on 
the spot, which remain at our previous range of 2% to 3c. 

Manna, small flake, is easier and has been marked down to 
61 to 64c, under the influence of heavy arrivals. 

Menthol is advanced to $5.25 to $5.50 in sympathy with the 
quotations from abroad and is firmly held at the figures named. 

Morphine and its salts have been advanced 25c an ounce, 
so as to bring the price to a parity with that now commanded 
by opium. The new range is from $3.70 to $4.10, according to 
style of package and quantity. 
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Opium has advanced sharply in sympathy with the steady 
upward tendency manifested in European markets; the changes 
in quotations abroad have fully justified the advance on the 
spot to $6.20 to $6.25 for natural in cases, $6.25 to $6.30 for “job- 
bing, and $7.25 to $7.30 for powdered. Even at these figures 
local hoiders profess to be averse to accepting large orders on 
the ground that the European conditions warrant anticipation of 
a still higher range of values. 

Prickly ash berries are in very limited supply, and 22c is 
now named as the lowest price, while some holders want 25c. 

Saffron is very firm at 22% to 25c for American and $10.75 
to $11 for Valencia. 

Santonine has advanced §5c a pound on the strength of 
higher quotations from Hamburg, making the spot prices $12.20 
to $12.60 for crystals and $12.40 to $12.80 for powdered. 

Sassafras bark is very firm at 16 to 20c, according to quality. 

Soap bark is dull and heavy; cut has been reduced to 7% 
to 8c and crushed to 6% to 7c. 

Vanilla beans are coming to hand somewhat more liberally, 
and as a consequence the market is somewhat easier, though 
there is no quotable change. We quote cut Mexican at $3.75 
to $5; South American at $3 to $3.75; Tahiti, $1.50 to $1.75, 
and Bourbon, $3.75 to $4.50. 

Venice turpentine is firmer in 
quotations cabled from Hamburg. 
32 to 33¢. 

Wax, bees, has been very scarce, and the ordinary grade 
has been marked up to 33 to 33%c. while select qualities bring

Wax, Brazil, is very firm and higher, particularly in the 
better grades; the revised quotations are: 35 to 35%4c for No. 3, 
36 to 36!4c for north country, 42 to 48c for No. 2, 60 to 61c fer 
No. I.

Croton oil is advanced to $1 to $1.05 on the spot, and Euro- 
pean cables are quoted as justification for this advance, while 
threats of still higher range of prices are made by holders. 

Eucalyptus oil is somewhat easier, and our quotations of 40 
to 60c might be shaded on a firm offer. 

Lemongrass oil is in active demand-and very firm at our 
previous quotations of $1.35 to $1.40. In fact, it might be dif- 
ficult to place orders at the inside figure. 

Oil of lemon has been very strong during the two weeks 
under review, and prices have been advanced by most holders 
to $1.30 to $1.40. The local situation is dependent wholly on 
advices from Messina, which seem to justify the advance, and, 
in fact, there is a possibility of a still higher range of prices. 

Oil of rose is higher in sympathy with the conditions pre- 
vailing in producing districts, but our previous quotation of 
$6.75 to $7.50 may be taken as representing the general range 
in market values. 

Oil of spearmint is somewhat easier, and in some quarters 
our quotations of $3 to $3.25 might be shaded. 

Orange oil has been advanced by some holders on the spot 
to $2.40 to $2.50 for sweet as to quantity and quality, though 
supplies may still be had as low as $2.35. The bitter is very 
firm at $2.60 to $2.85, spot supplies being quite limited. 

Peppermint is very firm, and while our previous quotations. 
of $2.75 to $2.85 for bulk in tins need not be changed, there 
is a decidedly firmer feeling in the market, and holders show 
no disposition to press sales at these figures.

Chemicals 


Acetate of lime has been advanced to $1.87%4 to $1.92!4 for 
gray, and this has affected the entire line of products derived 
from it, including acetic acid and acetone. The latter product 
was also affected materially by the heavy loss sustained in the 
explosion of the acetone still of the Albany Chemical Works, 
Albany, N. Y., when large quantities of acetone were de- 
stroved. The destruction of the still also has acted as a fac- 
tor in stiffening the market on this product, as some time must: 
elapse before the still can be replaced. 

Acetone has advanced to 15 to 16c, and even at these fig- 
ures only limited quantities are available. The advance is due 
largely to the rise in price of the crude material and the factor 
named above, 

Barium ‘chloride has declined to $31 to $33 a ton. 

Blue vitriol is very firm at 4% to 5c in carload lots, and is 
very active at these figures. 

Quicksilver has advanced to 66 to 67c owing to the higher 
prices demanded in European centres. 


Roots 

Althea root, cut, has been marked down to 25 to 30c owing 
to pressure of holders to sell, due to accumulation of stocks. 

Dandelion, German, is in light supply, and very firm at 9 
to 9léc. 

Golden seal root is very firm at $3.45 to $3.50 for fall dug 
root, though spring dug root may be had as low as $3. 

Ipecac continues very firm at $1.90 to $2 for Carthagena. 

Kava kava is decidedly easier intone, and is quoted at 55 to 
6oc, though little business is reported. 

Licorice has heen marked down to 7% to gc owing to the 
accumulation of stocks and the pressure of holders. 

Sarsaparilla, Mexican, is decidedly easier in tone, and offers 
freely at 17 to 18c. Honduras sells in round lots at 29 to 32c. 

Senega shows a firmer tone, and the local market holders 
have a rather limited supply on hand. As a consequence some 
dealers have advanced their inside quotations from 43 to 45c.

Anise, Italian, is easier, though our previous quotations of 
73% to 8%c still hold. 

California mustard is very firm under the influence of- unfa- 
vorable advices from the Pacific coast, and holders on the spot 
decline to quote at all on yellow in a round way. Brown is 
quoted at 6% to 7c; German yellow at 4 to 5c; German brown, 
434 to 5c; Sicily brown, 66%4c, and Bari brown, 7 to 7%c. 

Canary, Sicily, has been marked up by holders, who demand 
an advance of %c over previous quotations. The general line 
of canary seed, however, remains unchanged at 234 to 3c. 

Caraway seed is firmer, and some holders have even marked 
up their prices, but the general market remains within the lim- 
its of our quotations of 5% to 5%c. 

Cardamom, decorticated, has declined to 60 to 65c under 
the influence of offers from European dealers, who seem anx- 
ious to unload.

per million of the population in various countries during the 
twenty-two years from 1887 to 1908: Denmark, 253; France, 
218; Switzerland, 216; Prussia, 197; Japan, 184; Austria-Hun- 
gary, 159; Belgium, 122; Sweden, 119; Bavaria, 118; Great 
Britain, 80; Norway, 80; Holland, 58; Italy, 52. : 

The figures for Germany as a whole,*Russia and Spain are 
required to make the list more fully complete. A country with 
a high proportion of suicides omitted above is Saxony. Some 
time ago Bertillon gave the annual suicide rate for that coun- 
try between the years 1878 and 1882 at 392 per million. With 
a population of 50,000,000 the above figures show the annual 
number of suicides in this country to number about 9,000,

Wooden Packing Boxes 


An interesting circular has been issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture on wooden and fiber packing boxes, 
from which it appears that about 5,418,000,000 feet of lumber 
were used in making packing boxes during the year I9I0, or 
about 1,000,000,000 feet less than was used in 1907. One cause 
in the decline in this industry has been the growing popularity 
of fiber boxes, about 2 percent. of the total quantity of boxes 
used being made of wood fiber. In view of the fact that the 
poorest kind of lumbers are available for making boxes the de- 
partment is of the opinion that there is no likelihood of any 
scarcity of supply of lumber for this purpose in the near future.

The Treatment of Hydrophobia 
by Rabies Vaccine
